ThP  Grange  believes  in  education.     It  has  been  the  strong  support  of  our 
OrHpT      We   should   encourage   education   is   every  way.      We   should   educate 
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care.  The  education  of  our  children  is  important  to  the  future  welfare  of  the 
country  and  it  begins  at  home,  in  the  township  schools.  Let  every  Grange 
know  all  that  is  to  be  known  about  the  conduct  of  its  community  schools  and 
use  every  effort  to  keep  its  schools  on  the  highest  possible  plane.  We  com- 
mend the  work  of  our  State  College,  especially  that  department  which  comes 
closest  to  our  own  lives,  the  agricultural  department.  It  is  with  pride  that 
we  point  to  the  development  and  accomplishments  of  our  school  of  agricul- 
ture, ranking  among  the  best  agricultural  schools  of  the  nation.  The  depart- 
ment of  correspondence  instruction  at  the  State  College  in  charge  of  Brother 
Thomas  I.  Mairs  is  doing  wonderful  work  and  offers  the  farmers  of  the  state 
a  rare  opportunity  to  increase  their  knowledge  at  home.  The  establishment 
of  classes  for  correspondence  instruction  in  agriculture  in  the  Subordinate 
Granges  throughout  the  state  has  been  undertaken  by  Brother  Mairs,  co-oper- 
ating with  the  State  Grange,  and  we  recommend  this  plan  most  highly  and 
trust  that  these  classes  may  be  established  generally  and  that  they  may  be 
conducted  to  their  highest  possibilities. 

A  capable  Grange  Lecturer»is  an  educator  who  should  realize  the  import- 
ance of  his  or  her  position.  The  discussions  developed  in  the  Subordinate 
Grange  by  the  Lecturer  are  the  emery  wheels  which  polish  off  the  rough 
edges  of  the  product  turned  out  from  our  institutions  of  learning  and  it  is 
possible  for  the  Grange  Lecturer  to  develop  talent  in  a  manner  given  to  few 
individuals.  Let  us  ever  consider  the  importance  of  our  Lecturer  and  strive 
with  him  or  her  to  educate  ourselves  and  our  brothers  and  sisters. 

Grange  Field  Work 

This  is  an  educational  proposition.  Pennsylvania  has  for  years  had 
Grange  picnics  during  the  sumnier  months  and  the  year  just  past  was  the 
greatest  ever.  More  than  three  hundred  Grange  field  meetings  were  held  dur- 
ing the  summer  and  a  feature  of  every  one  of  them  was  an  address  by  some 
qualified  speaker  upon  matters  of  importance  to  the  Grange  member  and 
farmer.  The  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  has  within  its  membership  hundreds 
of  capable  men  and  women  who  are  in  demand  as  speakers  at  these  events 
and  who  carry  the  Grange  gospel  in  its  purity  direct  to  the  homes  of  the 
membership.  Supplementing  the  work  among  ourselves  during  the  past  year 
the  State  Grange  secured  as  speakers  at  Grange  picnics  a  number  of  men  of 
national  prominence,  members  of  our  national  legislative  bodies,  who  gave  us 
their  time  in  developing  t*he  education  upon  and  sentiment  for  public  ques- 
tions. Popular  government,  co-operation,  parcels  post  and  kindred  subjects 
were  expounded  to  Pennsylvania  Grange  audiences  by  United  States  Senators 
Works,  of  California;  Clapp,  of  Minnesota;  Poindexter,  of  Washington;  Owen, 
of  Oklahoma;  and  La  P^ollette,  of  Wisconsin;  Congressmen  Norris.  of  Ne- 
braska; Lindbergh,  of  Minnesota;  Lewis,  of  Maryland;  George  T.  Powell,  of 
New  York,  and  others.  The  work  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  in  de- 
veloping the  sentiment  of  the  people  toward  fundamentals  in  government  has 
attracted  the  respect  and  attention  of  individuals  and  organizations  every- 
where and  we  propose  carrying  forward  the  work  of  education  with  the  best 
of  our  abilities  and  recognize  and  appreciate  the  great  assistance  given  to  the 
State  Grange  in  this  work  by  the  earnest  and  progressive  membership 
throughout  the  state.

The  question  of 
life  insurance  still  stands  out  with  prominence  as  one  which  the  Grange  must 
handle.  For  nearly  two  years  your  oflftcers  have  ibeen  at  work  upon  a  plan 
which  we  believe  holds  promise  of  great  success  and  which  will  be  presented 
to  you  for  consideration  and  action  during  the  session.  We  bespeak  for  it  your 
careful  thought. 

L/e^islatioii 

Our  Legislative  Committee  will  make  a  report  covering  the  work  of  the 
Grange  on  this  important  subject,  but  I  cannot  refrain  from  calling  attention 
to  the  last  session  of  our  State  Legislature  which  did  little  else  than  increase 
salaries  and  create  new  oflfices,  thus  creating  new  expense,  with  very  little  if 
any  returns  to  those  who  must  meet  the  increased  expenses.  The  Grange  is 
not  a  partisan  political  organization,  and  looks  with  distrust  and  abhorrence 
upon  the  partisan  who  thus  increases  expenses  for  the  purpose  of  rewarding 
party  workers.  It  is  one  of  the  great  aims  of  the  Grange  to  make  public  ser- 
vants responsive  to  the  public  whom  they  serve,  rather  than  mere  followers 
of  a  system  which  strives  to  perpetuate  itself  through  political  manipulation. 

Every  Subordinate  Orange  in  the  state  should  consider  questions  of  policy 
and  economic  importance  strictly  upon  their  merits.  They  should  decide  upon 
policies  for  their  communities  and  co-operate  with  the  other  Granges  of  the 
state,  through  the  State  Grange,  toward  accomplishing  the  legislative  and  ad- 
ministrative ends  aimed  for.  And  they  should  seek  the  results  without  regard 
to  expediency  or  personal  or  political  aggrandizement.  The  following  of  this 
plan  is  absolutely  necessary  to  success.  The  election  of  proper  men  to  rep- 
resentative office  is  a  duty  of  the  members  of  the  Grange.  The  real,  true 
Patron  will  not  support  for  representative  office  any  man  whose  position  upon 
public  questions  is  to  the  smallest  degree  doubtful.  The  man  who  succeeds 
to  office  through  actual  or  implied  promise  of  reform  and  then  betrays  those 
whose  votes  elected  him,  should  be  forever  debarred  from  further  preferment 
by  Grange  votes.  I  desire  to  call  attention  to  a  practical  and  Important  prop- 
osition. I  mean  the  election  of  members  of  our  State  Senate.  Next  year 
twenty-five  Senators  will  be  elected  in  Pennsylvania.  The  effort  of  the  Grange 
should  be  to  see  that  all  of  these,  if  possible,  especially  those  who  represent 
country  districts,  shall  be  men  who  can  be  trusted  to  be  aggressively  in  favor 
of  the  legislative  demands  of  the  farmer,  Sound  your  candidates  upon  direct 
legislation,  the  Initiative,  Referendum  and  Recall,  and  its  submission  to  the 
people;  on  equalization  of  taxation;  road  legislation,  on  proper  rules  for  the 
government  of  our  law-making  bodies,  and  before  you  vote  know  how  your 
candidates  stand. 

The  State  Senate  is  the  citadel  of  special  privilege.  We  may  have  a  solid 
representation  in  the  lower  branch  and  have  all  of  our  good  work  undone  by 
the  Senate,  which  for  years  and  years  has  been  dominated  and  controlled  by 
the  votaries  of  special  privilege  in  Pennsylvania,  and  which  has  time  and 
again  defeated  the  farmer  in  his  efforts  for  righteous  legislation.  Let  us  rec- 
ognize this  fact  as  it  is  and  conduct  our  actions  accordingly. 

The  Road  Question 

There  is  no  more  acute  situation  in  Pennsylvania  today  than  the  road 
situation.  To  the  farmer  the  question  of  good  roads  is  a  very  important  one, 
and  it  is  important  to  every  citizen  as  well.  Without  good  roads  we  have  a 
condition  in  transportation  which  works  to  the  financial  disadvantage  of  every 
class  of  citizens.  Consequently,  the  road  question  becomes  an  important  one 
from  an  economic  standpoint  to  all.  The  townships  should  be  assisted  in 
building  and  maintaining  roads  without  being  compelled  to  overtax  real  es- 
tate. Our  scheme  of  taxation  places  the  entire  iburden  of  road  building  upon 
the  property  owners  in  the  various  townships,  and  it  is  our  contention  that 
the  State  should  assist  the  townships,  from  the  state  revenues,  so  that  the 
roads  to  the  market  town,  railroad  station  and  creamery  can  be  improved. 
Twice  did  the  legislature  of  Pennsylvania  pass  laws  providing  for  state  ap- 
propriation for  township  roads,  and  twice  did  the  Governor  of  the  Common- 
wealth so  cut  the  appropriations  that  the  townships  failed  to  receive  the 
amounts  which  the  state,  in  good  faith,  promised  them.  It  is  only  within  the 
past  month  that  the  1910  appropriation  for  roads  was  sent  out  from  Harris- 
burg  and  instead  of  the  50  per  cent,  promised  by  law,  we  have  received  12.4 
per  cent.  The  succeeding  allotments  will  be  even  less,  for  the  appropriation 
for  1911  and  1912  is  but  one-half  of  that  for  1910.  Patrons,  this  road  ques- 
tion is  one  upon  which  we  must  center  our  thought  and  action.  It  should  be 
an  Issue  in  every  legislative  district  In  Pennsylvania  at  the  coming  election. 
We  would  not  forget  that  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  has  taken  over  approxi- 
mately 8,000  miles  of  our  roads  In  a  scheme  to  connect  all  counties  with  well- 
built  and  easily-traveled  roads.

Popular  Government 

The  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  was  the  first  organization  to  place  itself 
on  record  for  those  great  principles  of  pure  democracy,  the  Initiative,  Refer- 
endum and  Recall.  And  I  would  have  the  Recall  apply  to  every  public  official, 
including  judges,  for  I  cannot  see  why  a  lawyer,  when  he  is  elected  to  the 
bench  by  means  of  the  very  same — and  often  more  corrupt — political  practices 
employed  in  electing  every  official  from  constable  to  President,  should  be 
elevated  to  an  imaginary  plane  above  ordinary  mortals. 

Local  Option 

The  principle  of  local  option  as  regards  the  liquor  traffic  is  contained  in 
the  Initiative  and  Referendum  proposition.  The  one  great  interest  which 
stands  between  the  people  and  this,  as  well  as  other  reforms,  is  the  booze  in- 
terest The  brewers  and  distillers  of  Pennsylvania,  aided  by  the  retail  liquor 
dealers  who  are  practically  throttled  and  robbed  by  the  liquor  manufacturers, 
have  laid  their  blighting  hands  upon  the  very  vitals  of  the  political  life  of  this 
state  and  present  a  menace  frightful  to  contemplate.  No  matter  whether  the 
people  of  the  state,  or  of  any  subdivision  of  the  state,  desire  liquor  to  be  sold, 
the  fact  remains,  that  no  special  interest,  and  especially  one  so  utterly  devoid 
of  decency  as  the  traffic  which  grows  fat  on  the  poverty  of  women  and  chil- 
dren, should  control  the  politics  of  a  great  state,  and  the  Grange,  with  kin- 
dred organizations,  should  boldly  and  fearlessly  stand  up  against  further  en- 
croachments upon  the  rights  of  the  people  by  this  rapacious  business. 

The  National  Field 

The  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  has  not  confined  its  legislative  activity  to 
our  own  state,  but  has  been  a  power  for  advanced  legislation  in  our  national 
Congress.  Representatives  of  the  State  Grange  have  appeared  before  com- 
mittees of  Congress  in  support  of  proper  tariff  legislation,  parcels  POst  legis- 
lation and  have  co-operated  with  sister  State  Granges  in  oppostion  to  ship 
subsidies,   the  central  bank  scheme  and  the  repeal  of  federal  oleomargarine

A  McSparran,  representing  this  organization,  appeared  before  the  Finance 
Committee  of  the  United  States  Senate  and  presented  a  convincing  argument 
aSt  the  proposition,  taking  the  stand  that  it  was  unjust  d}f  ^^^l^J^^^ 
aiainst  the  farmer  to  remove  protection  from  the  things  he  sells  and  retain 
it  uDon  the  things  he  buys.  He  proved  the  fallacy  of  protection  for  the  farm- 
er and  reiterated  the  Grange  principle  "Tariff  for  all  or  tariff  for  none^"  Your 
fegfs^ative  committee  was  represented  during  the  special  session  of  Congress 
before  the  House  Committee  on  Postoffices  in  behalf  of  real  parcels  post  leg-

Denatured  Alcohol 

Several  years  ago  when  the  question  was  before  Congress  for  denatured 
alchohol  we  were  led  to  believe  that  the  passage  of  that  law  would  be  a  great 
help  to  thTfarmers  in  producing  their  light,  heat  ^"^  power  from  waste  pro- 
ducts But  this  has  not  materia  ized.  It  seems  that  the  manufacturer  got 
cheap  alcohol  the  wood  alcohol  people  got  helped,  the  whisky  trust  got  what 
it  wanted  and  the  farmer  got— left.  In  fact,  nothing  ^^^  been  done  since  the 
passage  of  the  law  to  encourage  the  manufacture  of  denatured  alcohol.  The 
argument  is  advanced  that  the  cost  for  machinery.  %tc.,  is  too  great  for  the 
average  farmer  hence  nothing  is  done.

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State  Lecturer's  Report 


The  report  of  the  Worthy  Lecturer,  E.  B.  Dorsett,  followed. 
Fellow  Patrons: 

Again  the  hand  of  time  marks  the  close  of  another  year  in  Grange  work. 
Again  we  have  assembled  in  annual  session  to  review  the  work  of  the  past 
and  lay  out  work  for  the  future.  The  year  1911  will  be  recorded  in  Grange 
history  as  one  of  the  most  fruitful  since  1876.  Many  new  Granges  have 
been  organized,  dormant  ones  re-organized;  and  Pennsylvania  occupies  a 
position  in  the  front  rank  in  the  work  of  Grange  extension. 

Not  in  years  has  there  been  such  an  awakening  in  Grange  work  as  during 
the  past  season.  The  farmer  is  rapidly  learning  the  value  or  organization 
and  naturally  regards  the  Grange  as  the  best  medium  through  which  he  may 
solve  his  problem,  protect  his  Interests  and  advance  the  science  of  agricul- 
ture. The  Grange  is  teaching  him  that  he  must  not  rely  upon  his  own  re- 
sources alone;  but  that  he  must  join  his  strength  with  that  of  his  fellows. 
It  has  given  him  a  new  viewpoint  and  he  no  longer  confines  his  vision  to  his 
own  domain,  but  takes  in  a  broader  view  of  men  and  the  affairs  of  men.  He 
now  fully  realizes  that  the  day  of  the  "hay-seed"  farmer  has  forever  passed 
and  that  the  new  farmer  has  suddenly  been  brought  into  the  limelight  of 
public  opinion.  This  sudden  recognition  of  his  power  and  position  places  upon 
him  new  duties  and  increased  responsibilities.  He  realizes  that  his  most  im- 
portant conquests  are  yet  to  be  made;  but  he  places  his  faith  in  the  .strong 
arm  of  the  Grange  and  goes  boldly  forward  to  meet  the  enemy.  He  Icnows 
that  in  his  hand  is  held  the  commercial  wealth  of  a  world  of  business;  and 
believes  that  he  will  win  because  he  is  in  league  with  the  progressive  forces 
of  our  civilization. 

The  greatest  lesson  which  the  farmers  had  to  learn,  was  that  of  working 
together.  Theirs  was  the  last  class  to  organize,  and  jealousy,  lack  of  confi- 
dence and  isolation  made  such  organization  comparatively  ineffective.  Slowly 
but  surely  they  are  learning  to  compromise,  to  work  in  harmony,  to  keep  in 
the  background  personal  views  and  ambitions,  to  trust  their  leaders,  to  keep 
faith  in  financial  and  co-operative  projects,  and,  in  short,  to  work  as  a  unit. 

Higher  politics  is  rapidly  gaining  favor  among  farmers  and  more  in- 
dependent voting  from  the  farmers  in  the  rural  districts  may  be  expected  in 
the  future  than  in  the  past.  Under  the  wise  teachings  of  the  Grange  there 
will  soon  be  more  Brother  Gardners  in  the  United  States  Senate  and  in  other 
halls  of  legislation. 

Review  of  the  Year's  Work 

In  performing  the  duties  appertaining  to  our  ofllce,  we  traversed  forty 
counties  of  the  state  during  the  year.  Attended  twenty-one  Pomonas,  forty- 
four  Subordinate  and  seventy-five  public  meetings.  Re-organized  one  Subor- 
dinate and  organized,  or  assisted  in  organizing,  .fifteen  Subordinate  and  one 
Pomona  Grange.  Installed  the  officers  of  three  Pomona  and  five  Subordinate 
Granges.  Organized  ten  Conferences,  attended  twenty,  and  eighteen  Granges 
picnics.  Making  a  grand  total  of  two  hundred  twelve  meetings  attended  and 
addressed  during  the  year. 

Liectiirers'  Conferences 

Wherever  the  Conference  has  been  systematically  and  intelligently  tried 
it  has  proven  a  marked  success.  The  timid  Lecturer  has  been  filled  with  a 
new  hope  and  inspired  with  a  greater  confidence  in  his  ability  to  carry  for- 
ward the  work  successfully;  while  the  young  and  inexperienced  has  received 
much  needed  instruction  and  many  helpful  suggestions.  We  urge  the  con- 
tinuance of  these  Conferences  and  trust  that  they  may  become  a  permanent 
feature  in  Lecture  work,  believing  that  they  will  have  a  tendency  to  unify 
and  make  more  practical  the  work  of  the  Lecturer. 

Courses  in  Agriculture 

In  a  recent  issue  of  Grange  News  we  outlined  a  plan  whereby  corres- 
pondence courses  in  agriculture  could  be  introduced  in  the  Grange  as  a  lead- 
er. Prof.  T.  I.  Mairs  who  has  charge  of  the  Agricultural  Education  at  State 
College,  has  kindly  consented  to  assist  in  this  work.  Any  Grange  desiring  to 
take  up  this  work  will  make  application  to  him  for  a  bulletin  from  which 
may  be  selected  the  course  desired.  It  is  not  only  practical  but  advisable  to 
take  two  coursese  at  the  same  time.  A  class  of  fifteen  or  twenty  should  be 
organized  to  carry  on  the  work.     It  is  not  desirable  that  the  entire  member- 
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ship  should  join  as  it  makes  the  class  so  large  that  it  becomes  cumbersome. 
Where  the  Grange  meets  but  twice  a  month,  the  class  may  meet  oftener,  but 
the  final  review  and  consideration  of  the  lesson  should  be  had  during  the  lec- 
ture hour  in  order  that  the  entire  membershmip  may  receive  the  benefit  and 
take  part  in  the  discussion.  Books  of  reference  are  being  selected,  which  will 
be  purchased  by  the  State  Grange  and  sold  to  the  Subordinate  Grange  at  cost. 
Bulletins  may  also  be  had  of  State  College,  our  Departments  of  Agriculture 
at  Harrisburg  and  Washington;  and  as  a  further  aid  to  the  Lecturer,  we  are 
preparing  a  Syllabus  or  text  book,  to  aid  the  Lecturer  in  this  and  other  Lec- 
ture work. 

School  for  Deputies 

"The  grain  is  ripe,  and  ready  for  the  harvest";  and  yet  we  find  that  the 
laborers  are  not  suflicient  to  take  care  of  the-  Grange  harvest  that  is  ready  to 
be  garnered.  In  order  that  this  condition  may  be  changed  and  the  Deputy 
service  improved,  I  would  suggest  a  complete  change  in  the  method  of  ap-^ 
pointing  Deputies;  and  would  recommend  that  all  Deputies  be  appointed  for 
two  years  instead  of  one,  and  at  the  beginning  of  their  term,  each  should  be 
required  to  attend  a  school  of  instruction  and  become  thoroughly  acquainted 
with  the  many  and  important  duties  pertaining  to  their  office.  The  expense 
of  attending  such  a  school  should  be  paid  by  the  State  Grange;  and  in  order 
that  the  expense  may  not  become  burdensome.  I  would  further  suggest  that 
only  one  Deputy  be  appointed  for  each  county  and  in  some  instances,  one 
Deputy  could  easily  take  care  of  the  work  of  several  counties.  We  are  con- 
stantly admonished  "That  none  but  intelligent  and  skillful  laborers  be  em- 
ployed, and  that  before  they  enter  upon  their  labors,  it  will  be  necessary  for 
them  to  receive  in  structions;  and  how  little  we  have  heeded  this  admonition. 
A  corps  of  twenty  Deputies,  rightly  instructed  and  properly  equipped,  would 
accomplish  more  for  the  Grange  in  two  years  than  an  army  of  untrained  men 
would  in  ten  years.  It  is  the  system  that  is  at  fault  and  not  the  Deputies. 
The  rapidity  of  the  ever  constantly  changing  events  and  the  increasing  de- 
mand for  Grange  workers,  make  it  imperative  that  something  be  done  to  in- 
crease the  efliciency  of  our  Deputy  service. 

Consideration  of  Public  Questions 

The  three  great  questions,  which  stand  pre-eminently  above  all  others 
that  are  before  the  American  people  today,  are  those  of  the  Tariff,  Parcels 
Post  and  the  Initiative,  Referendum  and  Recall.  It  is  my  most  earnest  desire 
that  these  great  questions  be  given  free  and  careful  consideration  during  the 
present  session  of  Congress.  The  tariff  may  no  longer  be  considered  a  politi- 
cal question,  and  should  be  discussed  freely  and  fully  as  one  in  which  all  the 
people  are  vitally  interested.  It  has  been  used  as  a  football  for  party  politics 
so  long  that  the  politics  has  all  been  kicked  out  of  it  and  today  it  should  be 
considered  merely  as  a  business  proposition.  It  is  no  longer  a  question  of 
protecting  "Infant  Industries,"  but  one  of  giving  to  the  producer  and  the  la- 
borer a  square  deal;  and  while  I  do  not  believe  in  the  division  and  distribu- 
tion of  property,  yet  I  do  believe  in  a  system  of  laws  that  shall  give  to  every 
man  a  fair  chance  in  the  battle  of  life,  and  not  one  which  permits  two  or 
three  men  to  own  and  control  the  wealth  of  the  world. 

Co-Opera  tJon 

Inasmuch  as  a  special  order  of  business  has  been  made  for  Thursday 
morning,  for  the  consideration  of  this  great  question,  I  shall  say  but  little  at 
this  time.  I  am  greatly  encouraged  with  what  has  been  accomplished  during 
the  past  few  months,  and  shall  gladly  welcome  any  new  information  looking 
towards  the  solution  of  this  great  problem.  What  is  needed  is  a  systematic 
plan  by  which  the  products  of  the  farm  may  reach  the  consumer  as  nearly 
direct  as  possible;  and  that  the  products  of  the  mill,  the  mine  and  the  factory 
come  back  to  the  farmer  without  intervention  of  so  many  middlemen.  Any 
wise  system  of  co-operation  adopted  by  this  State  Grange,  shall  have  my 
earnest  support  and   undivided  attention. 

Conclusion 

The  Grange  has  reached  an  epoch  in  her  history,  where  advanced 
ground  must  be  taken,  or  she  will  lose  that  which  she  has  gained.  The 
achievements  of  the  past  will  not  sufllice.  iWe  must  enter  new  fields  of  labor 
and  grapple  with  the  modern  problem  of  life,  politics  and  Industry.  Old  meth- 
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ods  must  be  discarded  and  a  more  modern,  progressive  and  constructive  policy 
formulated.

I  respectfully  counsel  the  Grange  to  labor  for  a  clearer  understandmg  or 
the  great  questions  which  are  agitating  the  minds  of  the  people,  and  to  rnake 
them  our  study,  instead  of  wasting  our  time  in  vague  and  useless  talk  about 
them.  In  proportion  as  the  members  thus  improve  themselves,  they  will 
cease  to  be  the  tools  of  designing  politicians;  their  intelligence,  not  their  pas- 
sions and  jealousies,  will  be  addressed  by  those  who  seek  their  votes.  They 
will  exert,  not  a  nominal,  but  a  real  influence  on  the  government  and  the  des- 
tinies of  the  country,  and  at  the  same  time  will  advance  their  own  growth, 
and  that  of  the  Grange,  in  truth  and  virtue.

FORTIETH  ANNUAL  SESSION 


Report  of  Chaplain 

The  Rev.  H.  G.  Teagarden,  the  Worthy  Chaplain,  reported  as  follows: 

I  desire  to  acknowledge  that  at  my  installation  I  had  placed  on  me  a 
very  pleasing  and  cheerful  duty.  As  I  received  the  sacred  volume  I  was  im- 
pressed as  never  before  with  the  duties  enjoined  upon  me  as  your  Chaplain. 
Our  teachings  are  that  our  labor  will  not  be  in  vain  if  performed  in  fear  of 
the  Great  Master  above. 

It  is  indeed  a  comforting  thought  that  God  created  and  endowed  man 
with  two  natures,  the  one  physical  and  the  other  spiritual.  It  is  gratifying  to 
know  that  the  fruits  of  our  earthly  physical  toiling  is  not  the  only  results  we 
are  too  look  for  but  by  virtue  of  my  office  I  am  bid  to  seek  results  from  spirit- 
ual natures  in  the  development  of  a  higher  and  nobler  life. 

Just  as  the  good  husbandman,  after  a  careful  preparation  of  the  soil  and 
cultivation  of  the  same,  has  a  right  to  expect  an  abundant  harvest,  so  the 
Great  Master  above  have  the  right  to  expect  of  us  an  increase  of  higher,  purer 
and  cleaner  life.  Before  literature  existed  or  governments  were  known,  ag- 
riculture had  existed.  In  our  daily  vocations  we  are  continually  face  to  face 
with  the  laws  of  God  and  Nature,  that  lighten  and  elevate  our  labors.  Yea, 
we  reach  the  gateway  to  the  sublime.  When  we  grasp  the  idea  that  our  won- 
derous  work  has  been  accomplished  on  a  basis  that  our  Order  does  not  and 
will  not  interfere  with  our  religious  or  political  life. 

Honesty  is  one  of  our  cardinal  virtues,  education  one  of  our  chief  aims, 
temperance  one  of  our  much  beloved  doctrines,  and  charity  with  a  mantle 
large  enough  to  cover  over  the  faults  or  failures  of  our  brother  or  sister,  one 
of  our  chief  joys. 

Are  we  not  justly  proud  of  the  fact  that  the  doors  of  our  beloved  organi- 
zation are  tightly  closed  against  those  who  cannot  see  good  in  their  fellow 
beings.  In  our  work  as  an  organization  it  can  be  must  truthfully  said,  '*The 
fields  are  white  to  the  harvest."  Will  we  remember  that  he  that  reapeth  as 
well  as  he  that  soweth  may  rejoice  together?  For  a  man's  life  consisteth  not 
in  the  abundance  of  the  things  he  possesseth,  but  in  the  right  use  of  the  tal- 
ents and  blessings  God  has  bestowed  on  him. 

What  an  honor  to  be  laborers  together  with  God.  "Therefore  be  ye  help- 
ers one  of  another  for  we  are  all  brethren."  As  we  are  slowly  but  surely 
learning  to  cover  the  rough  places  in  nature  with  flowers,  shrubs  and  vines, 
so  your  Chaplain  urges  upon  you,  the  duty,  yes  the  joy,  of  covering  the  im- 
perfections of  your  brothers  and  sisters  by  gathering  up  the  good  in  their 
lives,  and  leaving  the  errors  in  the  ever-forgotten  past.  How  oft  has  it  been 
demonstrated  that  the  tear  of  sympathy  is  sweeter  and  more  beautiful  than 
the  dewdrop  on  the  June  rose.  "He  that  will  not  plow  by  reason  of  the  cold, 
shall  beg  in  harvest  and  have  nothing;  he  that  tilleth  his  land  shall  be  satis- 
fied with  bread;  but  happy  is  the  man  that  findeth  wisdom  and  the  man  that 
getteth  understanding.  For  the  merchandise  of  it  is  better  than  the  mer- 
chandise of  silver  and  the  gain  thereof  than  fine  gold." 

"Let  no  man  deceive  you  with  vain  words  and  let  nothing  be  done 
through  strife  or  vain  glory  but  in  holiness  of  mind  let  each  esteem  each 
other  better  than  himself.  Whatsoever  things  are  true,  whatsoever  things 
are  honest,  whatsoever  things  are  just,  whatsoever  things  are  pure,  whatso- 
ever things  are  lovely,  whatsoever  things  are  of  good  report;  if  there  be  any 
virtue,  if  there  be  any  praise,  think  on  these  things." 

L#et  us  continually  look  to  the  Great  Teacher  for  our  guidance  in  all  our 
work  that  we  may  be  patient  with  the  wayward,  carefully  instructing  the  err- 
ing, diligently  seeking  and  bringing  back  the  straying  and  those  that  are  cast 
out.     May  our  aim  aK  all  times  and  everywhere  be  to  do  good. 

When  we  with  mortal  powers  behold  the  beautiful  culture  and  develop- 
ment of  both  plant  and  man,  it  is  suggestive  to  us  of  what  the  grandeur  of  the 
Paradise  above,  not  made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the  Heavens,  must  be.  Is  our 
object  not  that  of  endeavor  to  develop  a  higher  and  nobler  manhood  and 
womanhood?  To  foster  mutual  understanding  and  co-operation  and  thus 
systematize  our  work,  and  measure  intelligently  our  possibilities? 

We  foster  meeting  together,  talking  together,  working  together,  buying 
together,  selling  together,  and  we  may  say,  in  general  acting  together,  and 
we  ought,  therefore,  to  seek  the  highest  good  of  the  greatest  number. 

As  we  look  to  the  highest  good  of  the  greatest  number  we  have  much 
to  encourage  us.  We  are  living  in  a  peculiar  epoch  in  the  world's  history. 
The  adv^anced  stage  of  Christian  civilization  has  brouglit  to  our  doors  the 
realization  of  universal  peace.  Thousands  are  deeply  convinced  that  there  is 
no  need  of  war.  The  signing  of  the  peace  treaty  by  the  United  States,  Eng- 
land and  France  will  mark  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven  as  the  memorial 
year  of  world-wide  peace.  The  gift  of  Mr.  Carnegie  of  $10,000,000  for  the 
promotion  of  world-wide  peace  Is  to   be   hailed  with  good  cheer.      The  ever

widening,  deepening  and  growing  sentiment  in  favor  of  the  utter  annihilation 
or  destruction  of  the  liquor  traffic  is  greeted  with  glad  smiles  by  the  entire 
liberty-loving  people  of  our  nation,  but  may  I  insist  on  our  fraterial  organiza- 
tion being  not  content  with  mere  sentiment  but  may  we  seal  our  lives  from 
the  use  of  it  because  of  its  awful  effect  on  the  physical,  mental  and  moral 
man.  Will  we  not  truly  encourage  all  honest  efforts  for  the  destruction  of 
this  evil?  These  are  great  moral  issues  of  the  day  and  must  soon  be  settled 
either  one  way  or  another.  That  graft  in  high  places  and  in  the  more  com- 
mon walks  of  life  is  passing  by  leaps  and  bounds  is  evidenced,  in  the  demands 
that  are  toeing  made  in  political  and  all  other  walks  of  life  that  men  in  order 
to  hold  their  positions  and  lift  their  salaries  must  make  good. 

Your  Chaplain  believes  that  the  secret  of  our  great  growth  and  popu- 
larity as  an  organization  has  been  due  to  the  loyal  adherence  to  our  principles 
and  we  can  only  trust  and  pray  that  the  future  may  find  us  no  less  loyal  that 
the  past  has  been  witness  for  us. 

And  may  we  as  members  of  various  religious  and  political  faiths  move 
«ver  onward  and  upward,  doing  good,  hoping  for  nothing  in  return,  and  our 
reward  shall  be  great.  Remember  "Charity  suffereth  long  and  is  kind.  Char- 
ity envieth  not;  Charity  vaunteth  not  itself;  is  not  puffed  up;  doeth  not  be- 
have itself  unseemly,  seeketh  not  her  own,  is  not  easily  provoked;  thinketh  no 
evil,  rejoiceth  not  in  iniquity,  but  rejoiceth  in  truth;  beareth  all  things,  be- 
lieveth  all  things,  hopeth  all  things,  endureth  all  things;  Charity  never 
faileth."

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Report  of  Worthy  Ceres 

Worthy  Ceres,  Mrs.  Hannah  McK.  Lyons,  then  read  her  report  which  was 
received  and  ordered  to  appear  in  the  minutes. 

The.  story  of  Ceres  and  her  lost  daughter  is  an  old,  old  story,  but  how- 
ever old  a  story  may  be  it  still  remains  new  to  those  who  hear  it  for  the  first 
time;  and  then  new  hearers  are  coming  into  hearing  all  the  time  and  to  these 
the  whole  world  is  new.  And  so  I  would  like,  again  to  bring  you  from  my- 
thology a  little  part  of  the  old,  old  story  of  Ceres,  whom  we  think  of  as  the 
Goddess  of  Grains. 

Ceres  had  one  daughter,  who  while  gathering  flowers  in  the  held,  was 
stolen.  One  can  well  imagine  the  broken-hearted  mother,  when  the  other 
maidens  returned  and  her  own  was  not  with  them.  One  can  also  imagine  the 
tireless  search  made  by  the  mother  for  the  missing  daughter.  It  was  during 
this  search  that  she  taught  those  who  had  been  kind  to  her  to  sow  grain  and 
instructed  them  to  teach  mankind  as  she  had  ibegun. 

And  her  joy,  we  can  imagine,  too,  at  the  success  of  her  search  when  the 
daughter  is  at  last  found,  though  she  may  return  to  the  mother  but  for  six 
months  of  the  year  which  represent  our  seed  time  and  harvest — and  because 
of  the  Mother  Ceres*  joy  the  earth  brings  forth  its  fruits. 

To  us.  Patrons,  it  brings  a  deeper  meaning — that  of  the  mother-love 
abroad  in  our  land.  Searching,  too  often,  it  is  true  for  lost  daughters  and 
sons  because  of  the  wily  tempter  who  beckons  on  always  a  little  farther.  But 
especially  searching  for  best  methods  of  training  that  the  children  may  have 
every  opportunity  of  preparation  for  the  best  in  life.  When  the  demand  tor 
the  higher  education  of  woman  was  satisfied  by  the  founding  of  Oberlin  in 
1833  there  arose  the  problem  of  a  course  especially  adapted  to  women.  But 
woman  contended  that  a  special  course  was  unnecessary,  that  mentally  they 
were  fitted  for  the  studies  which  man  found  of  interest.  Mentally  they  were 
fitted  That  has  ibeen  proven.  Nevertheless  she  must  be  prepared  for  the 
special  line  of  work  that  nature  demands  of  her.  She  recognizes  that  the  m- 
telligent  home  is  the  best  security  of  the  nation  and  that  proper  trammg 
must  be  the  solution  of  the  problem  of  the  future  homes. 

If  the  little  daughter  has  reached  the  age  for  lessons  m  music  you  ao 
not  try  teaching  her  yourself  but  have  an  up-to-date  teacher  attend  to  her 
training.  Would  she  belong  to  the  great  class  of  educators  of  our  country  . 
Though  you  may  have  been  a  successful  teacher  yourself,  you  would  not  tor 
one  moment  feel  you  were  capable  to  look  after  her  training.  Then  why  not 
up-to-date  training  for  home  making?  

Conditions  have  changed  in  the  past  quarter  of  a  century,  even  m  many 
of  the  farm  homes.  Where  we  used  to  pump  the  water  we  now  know  how  to 
manage  a  water  system.  Where  we  formerly  had  a  wood  fire,  today  we  must 
know  the  "hows"  and  "wheres"  of  a  heating  plant.  You  used  to  light  your 
guest  to  bed  with  a  tallow  candle  today  you  press     a     button  and  the  whole

So  in  these  days  of  specializing  people  are  begmnmg  to  realize  that  the 
training  of  a  home-maker  is  not  to  be  treated  lightly.  But  that  it  includes

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Report  of  Overseer 


The  Worthy  Overseer,  S.  S.  Blyholder,  reported  as  follows: 

Worthy  Patrons: 

Since  our  last  annual  meeting  the  Patrons  of  Pennsylvania  have  reason 
to  congratulate  themselves  on  the  great  progress  that  has  been  made  in  the 
increase  of  membership  in  our  Order.  But  in  the  growth  and  acceptance  of 
the  principles  as  taught  by  the  greatest  of  farmers'  organizations  the  Grange, 
the  increase  has  been  more  marked.  The  time  was  when  our  Order  was 
looked  upon  as  an  organization  of  a  selfish,  narrow-minded  set  of  clodhoppers, 
but  today  it  is  being  properly  recognized  as  a  wide-awake  progressive  organi- 
zation for  the  advancement  of  not  only  the  agriculture  of  the  country,  but  for 
the  general  betterment  of  all  classes.  In  education  and  all  that  tends  to  bet- 
ter citizenship,  and  elexating  manhood  and  womanhood  to  higher  and  better 

life. 

While  we  realize  that  much  has  been  accomplished  our  accomplishment 
should  only  encourage  and  spur  us  to  greater  activity  because  of  the  great 
work  before  us,  remembering,  the  greater  the  struggle  the  greater  the  reward. 
It  has  been  the  pleasure  of  your  Overseer  in  the  year  just  closed  to  organize 
six  Granges  and  assist  in  a  number  of  others  as  well  as  to  attend  many  public 
meetings,  having  been  able  to  fill  all  but  two  engagements  made. 

As  we  look  about  us  today,  we  find  a  great  unrest  and  unsatisfactory  con- 
dition brought  about  by  those  who  have  only  selfish  aims  by  so  manipulating 
public  affairs  as  to  work  to  their  own  greed  at  the  expense  of  the  many  for 

the  few.  ^         ,       .  ^ 

Consider  for  a  moment  our  politics!  Our  legislative  halls  are  found  with 
men  who  are  devoting  both  time  and  energy  in  the  service  of  big  business 
Through  the  initiative  of  bribed  ofl^icials  unjust  laws  are  continually  being 
passed  by  Congress  and  the  Legislatures.  Even  our  sacred  tribunals  of  jus- 
tice are  fast  being  corrupted.  A  Landis  imposes  a  fine  of  $29,240,000  and  a 
Grosscup  sets  it  aside  on  technicalities.  Another  finds  a  mayor  guilty  of  em- 
bezzling public  funds,  while  another  judge  sets  aside  the  verdict  on  techni- 
calities. .  Even  in  our  National  Grange  a  Subordinate  Grange  acquits  a 
l>rother   and   the   National   Grange   reverses  the   finding  and   expels  him.      All 

to  the  disadvantage  of  the  laborers.      Is  it  any  wonder  that 
insertion  of  the  Recall  in   our  platform  of   popular  govern- 
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....J  boy  leaves  the  farm,  to  better  conditions.  Does  he  do  it? 
Let  us  see  On  page  325  of  the  statistical  abstract  of  the  last  census  reports, 
we  find  that  5,306,143  employes  in  the  fifteen  leading  industries  of  the  United 
States  were  paid  a  total  wage  of  $2,320,938,168  while  the  net  profits  to  the 
employers  were  $8,357,997,844.  These  figures  show  that  the  average^  yearly 
wage  is  $437  or  $1.46  per  day,  reckoning  300  work  days  in  the  year,  while  the 
net  profits  were  over  three  and  one-half  times  the  total  wage. 

And  how  does  this  compare  with  the  cost  of  living?  Six  different  com- 
mittees, appointed  in  1908  by  various  charitable  organizations  for  the  pur- 
pose of  determining  the  cost  of  decent  living  in  the  ^ity  ^^^r  a  fami  y  of  five 
gave  reports  varying  from  $732  to  $1,149,  an  average  of  $938.  Recalling  then 
that  the  average  wage  is  $437,  we  find  that  it  falls  $501  short  of  reaching 
this  standard.  These  figures  are  not  mere  fancies,  but  government  statistics; 
they  tell  us  the  cold,  heartless  story  that  our  vast  labor  army  is  receiving  less 
than  half  of  what  it  needs  for  decent  living.  Is  it  a  wonder  that  the  growing 
povertv  of  our  nation  has  become  a  mighty  problem?     Can  we  expect  a  man^ 

iving  under  such  conditions,  to  own  a  clean,  beautiful  home,  and  to  have 
hiJh  ideals  and  loftv  principles?

And  your  Executive  Committee  in  submitting  their 
annual  report  leave  the  matter  with  you  to  judge  whether  they  have  been 
faithful  to  the  duties  left  in  their  hands.  The  Executive  Committee  is  the 
State  Grange  when  not  in  session  and  the  responsibility  rests  upon  their 
shoulders.  In  order  that  all  interested  in  the  success  of  the  organization  may 
be  towards  the  betterment  and  elevation  of  not  only  our  members  but  all 
mankind,  it  is  a  responsibility  not  to  be  passed  lightly  by. 

This  Place  of  Meeting 

Scranton  was  selected  for  the  place  of  meeting  because  the  people  of  the 
northeastern  tier  of  counties  were  a  unit  in  asking  for  the  meeting  at  this 
place.  Lretters  were  received  by  your  committee  and  after  a  meeting  at 
Scranton  with  a  large  delegation  from  Luzerne,  Lackawanna,  Wayne,  Brad- 
ford and  Susquehanna  counties,  were  unanimous  in  having  our  meeting  at 
this  place.  The  concessions  made  for  us  as  to  a  place  of  meeting,  the  number 
and  quality  of  the  hotels  and  boarding  houses  and  the  easy  access  to  the  elec- 
tric city  made  it,  in  our  judgment,  an  ideal  place  to  meet  at  this  time.  We 
hope  your  visit  here  will  be  pleasant  and  profitable,  and  many  happy  recol- 
lections of  this  meeting  will  be  told  to  all  interested  Patrons  of  the  state. 

>fileage 

As  usual  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  delegates  to  this  state  meeting  it  has 
been  decided  to  pay  the  mileage  of  the  delegates  to  and  from  the  state  meet- 
ing by  the  nearest  and  most  direct  route  you  travel.  We  have  found  that 
either  through  error  or  some  other  misunderstanding  some  of  the  delegates 
have  overcharged  the  State  Grange  in  former  sessions.  To  overcome  and 
correct  this  your  committee  has  appointed  a  committee  to  assist  the  Credential 
Committee  to  adjust  this  mileage  and  to  pay  mileage,  as  printed  in  the  last 
Grange  News,  that  is  by  the  shortest  and  most  direct  route.  At  a  meeting  of 
the  Executive  Committee  a  resolution  was  passed *that  no  mileage  orders  be 
paid  to  any  delegate  before  the  time  fixed  for  payment  for  said  mileage  and 
none  after  the  session  of  State  Grange  except  it  be  O.  K.'d  by  a  member  of  the 
Finance  Committee. 

Picnic  and  Field  Work

National  Grange. 

That  it  is  the  conviction  of  this  conference  that  the  good  of  the  Order 
would  be  best  served  by  the  employment  of  an  official  stenographer  to  report 
the  proceedings  of  the  National  Grange. 

That  it  is  the  conviction  of  this  conference  that  the  expenditure  of  Na- 
tional Grange  funds  in  the  Hampton  trial  was  illeeral,  and  that  when  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  makes  its  report  that  part  of  the  report  rela^^ing  to  these 
expenditures  should  be  objected  to,  and  that  failing  to  get  the  objection  sus- 
tained, formal  protest  shoulfl  be  made  by  the  progressive  State  Masters  against 
such  illegal  uses  of  National  Grange  funds. 

That  it  is  the  conviction  of  this  conference  that  the  good  of  the  Order 
would  be  greatly  advanced  if  the  evidence  in  the  Hampton  trial  was  printed 
in  book  form  and  copies  sent  to  each  Subordinate  Grange  in  the  country,  and 
that  we  favor  the  presentation  to  the  National  Grange  of  a  resolution  calling 
for  such  printing  and  distribution.

That  a  committee  of  three  consisting  of  Brothers  Creasy,  Stetson  and 
Spence  be  appointed  as  a  conference  commi^^tee.  to  meet  with  a  like  commit- 
tee of  the  opposition  with  a  view  to  establshing  a  basis  for  harmonious  action 
in  the  National  Grange  for  the  future. 

November  15.  Noon — Meeting  of  Progressive  State  Masters  to  consider 
effective  work  on  the  floor.  Meeting  also  further  considered  the  Kegley-HlU 
trial,  and  arranged  nlans  to  assist  Brother  Kegley  to  get  a  fair  hearing  before 
the  entire  body  of  the  National  Grange,  and  open  to  all  Fourth  Degree  mem- 
bers.     Adjourned  to  meet  at  8   p.   m. 

November  15,  8  d.  m. — Meeting  called  to  order  by  President  Baker.  Dis- 
cussed State  Masters'  program  for  following  day  and  the  Kegley  trial.  Con- 
sidered   proposals   of   the   so-called    "Middle-of-the-Roaders."      Lack    of   good 
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faith  evidenced  in  this  movement  from  the  known  reactionary  character  of 
three  members  reputed  to  be  the  leaders  in  this  movement.  Meeting  ad- 
journed. Meeting  of  the  State  Executive  Committees  announced  for  8  a.  m. 
the  following  morning. 

November  16,  8  a.  m. — Meeting  called  to  order  by  President  Baker.  Dele- 
gates from  Maine.  Pennsylvania,  Kentucky,  Michigan,  South  Dakota,  Colo- 
rado,  Oregon  and  Washington   reported  present. 

President  Baker  announced  that  the  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to  con- 
sider the  preliminary  draft  of  the  memorial  in  detail;  that  in  preparing  this 
draft  the  committee  had  followed  closely  the  plan  outlined  in  the  published 
call  but  as  a  number  of  the  delegates  thought  that  some  radical  changes  were 
desirable,  he  believed  it  would  be  best  if  the  sections  were  con;sidered  sepa- 
rately. The  secretary  then  read  the  prelimnary  draft  of  the  memorial  and 
after  a  general  discussion  and  a  number  of  amendments  it  was  ordered  type- 
written for  further  consideration  at  a  later  meeting.  Meeting  then  adjourned 
subject  to  call  of  the  president.  ,  ,  , 

The  time  of  delegates  and  visitors  during  the  next  few  days  was  largely 
taken  up  with  efforts  to  establish  harmony  and  find  a  basis  for  agreement  by 
which  the  trouble  in  the  National  Grange  could  be  ended.  Active  in  this  work 
was  Professor  Burkett,  editor  of  the  American  Agriculturist.  The  Progressive 
State  Masters,  with  the  unanimous  endorsement  of  the  conference,  met  every 
apparent  overture  more  than  half  way,  insisting  only  that  the  ^ood  of  the 
Order  should  alone  be  considered,  and  that  there  should  be  no  sacrifice  of 
nrinciple.  Speaking  in  behalf  of  his  insurgent  associates  State  Master  Creasy 
stated  on  the  floor  of  the  National  Grange  that  they  were  willing  to  see  the 
salary  of  the  National  Master  increased  to  $5000  a  year,  and  representative 
men  of  National  reputation  selected  for  National  Master.  He  named  Kenyon 
Butterfield,  president  of  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College;  Professor 
Agee  of  Pennsylvania  Agricultural  College;  Prof.  Holden  of  Iowa  Agricultural 
College-  George  B.  Horton  of  Michigan,  and  John  A.  McSparran  of  Pennsyl- 
vania as  the  type  of  men  he  had  in  mind.  The  result  of  the  flection  how- 
ever showed  that  the  broad-guaged  policy  of  the  Progressives  had  little 
weieht  with  the  majority  of  the  delegates.  _   ,  ^  4.

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1.  \ITieroas,  The  duly  accredited  representatives  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittees of  a  considerable  number  of  State  Granges  presented  a  Memorial  to 
the  National  Grange  at  the  last  annual  session,  asking  for  official  information 
as  to  the  administration  of  the  National  Grange  and  the  same  was  tabled  and 
the  reasonable  requests  of  these  official  representatives  of  State  Granges  ig- 
nored.    Therefore, 

Itesolved,  That  we  'believe  all  of  the  disrupting  effects  which  have  resulted 
from  the  contests  of  the  past  year  might  have  been  avoided  if  the  investiga- 
tions and  course  outlined  by  the  Conference  of  State  Grange  Executive  Com- 
mittees had  been  fairly  considered  by  the  National  Grange  and  favorable  ac- 
tion taken  in  accordance  with  their  reasonable  wishes. 

2.  That  we  commend  the  action  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Na- 
tional Grange  in  presenting  a  printed  detailed  report  to  the  delegates  at  the 
opening  of  this  session,  but  we  believe  this  report  should  have  been  enlarged 
so  as  to  include  a  copy  of  the  contract  made  with  the  press,  which  was  to  re- 
port the  proceedings  of  the  National  Grange  because  of  its  great  importance 
to  the  Order,  and  we  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  secretary's  report  is 
not  given  in  sufficient  detail  and  believe  that  the  good  of  the  Order  will  be 
better  served  if  the  recommendations  of  the  New  York  State  Grange  in  rela- 
tion thereto  in  resolutions  adopted  in  their  meeting  in  1910  and  printed  in  the 
New  York  State  Grange  proceedings  of  that  year,  be  carried  into  effect  in  the 
reports  of  the  National  Secretary.

"\niereaa  In  an  order  such  as  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry  it  is  advisable 
that  the  members  should  be  able  to  know  as  much  about  the  work  as  possible, 
therefore, 

"Resolved,  By  the  New  York  State  Grange  in  annual  session  that  it  is  the 
sense  of  this  body  that  the  National  Grange  proceedings  be  amended  to  pro- 
vide: 

**1.  A  statement  of  the  actual  dues  paid  in  each  quarter  by  each  state 
and  the  amount  reported  by  secretary  as  the  amount  shall  be  paid.  These 
statements  to  be  published  in  parallel  columns  in  a  table  showing  in  another 
parallel  the  dues  paid  the  previous  years,  thus  making  comparison  easy. 

"2.  The  reports  of  Granges  organized  and  re-organized  to  be  detailed  by 
quarters  and  to  be  in  parallel  columns  in  the  same  table  together  with  the 
figures  of  the  preceding  year,  in  parallel  columns.  This  table  to  show  in  a 
separate  column  the  total  number  of  charter  members  secured  during  each 
quarter  in  the  several  states.  Also  a  column  showing  the  number  of  Granges 
in  good  standing  at  the  beginning  of  the  Grange  year,  in  another  column 
showing  the  number  of  Granges  that  have  become  dormant  during  the  year. 

"3.  The  expenditures  of  the  extension  fund  for  per  diem  or  traveling  ex- 
penses of  any  officers  or  deputies  to  be  shown  in  detail. 

"4.  Reports  of  all  deputies  or  others  engaged  in  National  extension  work 
to  be  published  in  full.  Said  reports  to  be  signed  and  to  give  the  total  per 
diem  and  traveling  expenses  and  cost  of  the  deputy  making  the  report.  And 
be  it  further 

'^Resolved,  That  these  resolutions  be  submitted  to  the  National  Grange 
Executive  Committee  with  the  request  that  the  above  recommended  changes 
be  adopted  and  incorporated  in  next  volume  of  the  National  Grange  Proceed- 
ings.

In  conformance  with  accepted  Rules  of  Business,  where  many  people 
are  concerned,  and  to  guarantee  and  perpetuate  general  confidence,  we  earn- 
estly recommend  that  the  books  of  the  National  Grange  be  audited  by  regis- 
tered accountants  of  known  standing  at  the  commencement  of  this  new  ad- 
ministration and  every  two  years  thereafter. 

4.  That  the  good  of  the  Order  will  be  better  served  if  the  sessions  of  the 
National  Grange  are  more  fully  reported  from  day  to  day,  and  that  printed 
proceedings  of  each  preceding  day's  business  be  laid  upon  the  desks  of  the 
members  ready  for  each  morning  session.  Such  printed  reports  to  not  be  so 
complete  as  to  include  reports  of  committees  and  extended  discussion  there- 
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on,  but  sufficient  in  detail  to  give  a  record  of  all  business  matters  introduced, 
together  with  action  taken  by  the  Grange.  All  this  to  the  end  that  all  mem- 
bers may  be  so  informed  as  to  be  able  to  act  more  intelligently  in  the  conduct 
of  the  business  of  the  Grange. 

5.  That  we  regret  that  it  was  thought  necessary  to  refuse  a  charter  to  a 
Subordinate  Grange  at  Portage,  Montana,  as  stated  in  the  report  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committe.  At  the  forty-third  session  of  the  National  Grange  a  resolu- 
tion was  adopted,  as  follows: 

•'That  it  is  the  policy  of  the  National  Grange  that  Subordinate  Granges 
shall  be  organized  in  any  and  every  state  wherever  there  shall  be  a  call  for 
such  an  organization,  duly  signed  by  the  number  of  petitioners  required  by 
Grange  law." 

We  trust  that  the  incoming  administration  will  not  disregard  the  declared 
policy  of  the  National  Grange  so  clearly  set  forth  in  the  above  quoted  resolu- 
tion adopted  at  the  Des  Moines  session.  We  believe  that  this  policy  should  be 
so  carried  out  as  to  provide  for  and  welcome  the  organization  of  Granges  in 
any  and  all  unoccupied  states,  and  such  organizations  to  be  given  such  en- 
couragement as  will  result  in  the  formation  of  new  State  Granges  in  the 
shortest  reasonable   time. 

6.  In  view  of  the  verdict  of  Clarksville  Grange,  devoting  more  than 
twenty  days  to  the  consideration  of  the  charges  against  Geo.  P.  Hampton  and 
the  permanent  Injunction  Issued  by  the  Supreme  court  of  the  state  of  New 
York  forbidding  Clarksville  Grange  to  reverse  its  verdict,  or  in  any  way  re- 
opening said  case  in  conformity  of  the  order  of  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  New  York  State  Grange,  simple  justice  requires  that  every  voting  delegate 
should  be  willing  and  deem  it  a  duty  to  possess  themselves  of  the  facts  as  ad- 
duced in  the  testimony  of  that  case,  in  order  that  they  may  vote  with  intelli- 
gence and  justly  on  Brothers  Hampton's  and  Helme's  application  for  je-in- 
statement  to  membership  in  the  Sixth  Degree  at  the  next  annual  session,  if 
such  applications  be  made,  as  we  are  fully  advised  they  will  be. 

7  Thixt  we  believe  the  use  of  the  funds  of  the  National  Grange  for  the 
purpose  of  prosecuting  a  Subordinate  Grange  member,  to  be  utterly  wrong 
and  contrary  to  the  principles  of  fairness  and  justice.  We  condemn  such  a 
practice  as  an  attempt  to  intimidate  the  members  of  the  Order  and  to  place 
the  accused  in  a  position  of  unjust  disadvantage,  where  it  would  be  difficult 
for  him  to  secure  his  just  legal  rights.  And  we  further  condemn  such  use  of 
said  lunds  because  of  the  tendency  of  such  abuse  to  become  a  menace  to  free 
speech  and  a  free  press  which  are  the  fundamental  principles  of  American

any  desire  to  assume  or  usurp  the  functions  of  the  National  Grange,  the  con- 
ference of  representatives  from  the  several  states  petition  for  the  following: 

That  the  National  Grange  Legislative  Committee  be  made  large  enough 
to  molude  an  adequate  number  of  the  best  informed  and  most  constructive 
statesmen  members  which  the  Order  can  command.  And  so  important  and 
critical  is  the  present  industrial  crisis  as  it  collectively  affects  the  farmer  that 
the  making  up  of  the  National  Grange  Legislative  Committee  should  not  be 
confined  to  the  voting  members  of  the  National  Grange.  A  broad  knowledge 
of  the  intricacies  and  bearings  of  great  public  questions,  coupled  with  tenacity 
and  collective  force  are  needed  to  cope  with  the  situation.  We  must  not  mis- 
take the  magnitude  and  gravity  of  the  situation.  If  the  American  farmer  is 
to  exert  such  influence  at  such  times  as  the  great  and  basic  economic  ques- 
tions which  affect  his  interests  are  being  considered,  and  which  in  effect  low- 
ers or  raises  his  general  stafndard  of  welfare,  he  must  be  up  and  doing;  for 
this  great  work  let  us  hope  and  pray  that  the  farmer  himself  through  his 
chosen  organization,  the  Order  of  Patrons  of  Husbandry,  shall  stand  in  front 
of  the  conflict  and,  through  faithful  and  valiant  service,  be  honored  because 
of  noble  achievements,  and  our  Order  be  glorified.

A  special  vote  of  thanks  to  Brother  A.  T.  Sweeney  for  his  valued  service 
as  chief  counsel  in  the  Hampton-Kegley  trials,  as  counsel  for  the  suspended 
Master  of  Clarksville  Grange,  and  for  his  services  rendered  this  Conference, 
was  unanimously  carried  and  on  motion  of  State  Master  Wolcott,  seconded 
by  Brother  Evans,  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  Maine  State  Grange, 
Judge  Sweeney  was  unanimously  elected  Honorary  Counsel  to  the  Conference 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  efforts  of  the  progressive  State  Masters  to  secure  the  separation  of 
the  expenses  of  the  Hampton  trial  from  the  balance  of  the  National  Grange 
Executive  Committee  report  having  failed  it  was  declared  that  a  formal  pro- 
test should  be  presented  to  the  National  Grange  signed  by  the  Progressive 
State  Masters.

••Notice  is  hereby  given  by  the  signers  hereto  that  this  protest  is  filed  for 
the  express  purpose  of  protecting  the  legal  right  to  action  for  the  restitution 
of  such  funds  illegally  expended  and  that  a  demand  is  hereby  made  for  the 
restitution  of  all  moneys  of  the  National  Grange  expended  in  relation  to  the 
Hampton  trial,  and  that  if  restitution  is  not  made  within  a  reasonable  time

It  will  be  seen  that  for  the  organization  of  a  new  Grange  the  Deputy  in- 
structed to  do  the  work  will  receive  in  addition  to  the  usual  fee  of  $5.00  an 
additional  $15.00  and  these  two  amounts,  plus  $5.00  which  will  be  paid  by  the 
National  Grange  make  $25.00  to  be  paid  the  State  Deputy  for  organizing  new 
Granges.

The  following  letter  from  the  Farmers'  Education  and  Co-Operative  Union 
was  read  and  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  send  a  reply: 

Mr.  Wm.  T.  Creasy,  State  President  Pennsylvania  State  Grange, 
Scranton,   Pa. 

Dear  Mr.  Creasy: 

Seeing  that  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  is  in  session  at  Scran- 
ton today,  on  behalf  of  the  above  organization  of  farmers,  I  beg  to 
extend  greetings  and  hearty  felicitations. 

As  you  kn6w  it  is  in  favor  of  much  the  same  federal  legislation 
that  the  Grange  urges.  It  desires  parcels  post,  direct  election  of 
United  States  Senators,  proper  restrictions  on  foreign  immigration, 
more  liberal  appropriations  for  agricultural  purposes,  laws  curbing 
gambling  in  farm  products,  and  is  opposed  to  the  proposed  central 
bank. 

With  the  federal  government  appropriating  over  one  thousand 
million  dollars  annually  it  does  seem  that  more  than  fourteen  millions 
ought  to  be  expended  on  agricultural  pursuits  and  making  country 
life  more  attractive.  For  instance  over  four  hundred  millions  are 
toeing  spent  on  digging  a  ditch  in  a  foreign  land,  when  only  sixteen 
thousand  dollars  has  been  appropriated  during  the  last  seventy  years 
for  the  building  of  roads — and  that  amount  the  4th  of  last  March 
for  an  experimental  one  out  to  the  Chevy  Chase  Golf  Club! 

Every  other  civilized  country  has  a  parcels  post  and  we  have  to 
those  countries  and  foreign  lands,  but  not  here  among  our  own  people. 

With  regard  to  the  need  of  immigration  legislation,  a  Congres- 
sional Immigration  Commission,  composed  of  nine  distinguished 
members  of  Congress  and  the  federal  government,  has  just  reported 
some  forty  volumes  after  a  four  years'  investigation  at  home  and 
abroad,  involving  an  expenditure  of  over  a  million  dollars  and  unani- 
mously recommends  additional  selective  and  restrictive  measures, 
such  as  an  illiteracy  test,  a  money  requirement,  and  other  tests  law 
in  some  other  new  countries.  Last  year  1,198,037  aliens  entered  this 
country  of  whom  only  15,476  were  "farmers."  During  the  past  ten 
years  over  ten  million  aliens  have  come  and  between  four  and  seven 
millions  of  them  have  gone  back  taking  over  two  hundred  seventy- 
five  million  dollars  out  of  the  country  annually — their  parsimonious 
savings  and  hoardings.  That  they  do  not  return  here  again  is  shown 
by  the  fact  that  less  than  ten  per  cent,  of  the  number  coming  in  any 
years  have  ever  been  here  before.  Twenty-five  yars  ago  practically 
all  our  immigrants  came  from  England,  Sweden,  Germany  and  North 
Europe,  whereas  now,  as  a  result  of  the  foreign  steamships  shifting 
the  source  to  southern  Europe  and  western  Asia,  the  present  unprece- 
dented infiux  of  over  a  million  annually  contains  practically  no  Eng- 
lish, Dutch,  Swedish  or  German  persons,  although  those  countries 
have  denser  populations  and  more  unemployed  than  ever  before. 
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Our  resolutions  on  these  subjects  read  somewhat  as  follows: 
Whereas,  every  other  civilized  country  has  a  parcels  post;  Whereas, 
we  have  one  to  foreign  countries;  therefore  be  it  resolved  that  the 
F.  E.  &  C.  U.  of  A.  urge  upon  Congress  the  immediate  passage  of  a 
parcels  post  law;  be  it  further  resolved  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution 
be  sent  to  every  member  of  Congress. 

Whereas,  The  Congressional  Immigation  Commission  reports 
after  its  investigations  that  "Many  undeniably  undesirable  persons 
enter  this  country  every  year,"  that  "There  is  a  growing  criminal 
element  due  to  foreign  immigration"  and  that  additional  restrictive 
legislation  "is  demanded  by  economic,  social,  and  moral  considera- 
tion," and  suggests  the  illiteracy  tests,  a  money  requirement,  and 
other  measures  as  the  "most  feasible"  for  restricting  "undesirable 
immigration." 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  by  the  F.  E.  C.  U.  of  A.  that  we  urge 
•  upon  members  of  Congress  the  immediate  passage  of  the  illiteracy 
test,  which  is  law  in  South  Africa,  Australia,  Natal,  and  other  new 
countries,  some  such  money  requirement  as  is  law  in  Canada,  and  the 
other  legislative  recommendations  of  the  Immigration  Commission; 
and  be  it  further 

Resolved  that  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  sent  to  the  Presi- 
dent, and  our  Senators  and  Congressmen  at  Washington.

The  Legislative  Committee  reported  as  follows: 

In  opening  our  report  we  want  to  make  a  hurried  resume  of  the  work 
^^T  ^^J^^¥  the  past  year  that  it  may  bring  to  you  the  same  encouragement 
and  enthusiasm  that  it  has  brought  to  your  committee.  The  Grange  has  again 
reached  a  position  where  she  is  a  factor  in  the  formation  of  progressive  non- 
partisan legislation  in  state  and  nation. 

f^.  J^/  insistent  demand  made  through  the  years  for  equalized  taxation  has 
round  liuitage  in  a  large  appropriation  for  public  schools  and  an  insignificant 
appropriation  for  township  roads,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  Jones 
law  gives  us  oO  per  cent,  of  the  amount  of  cash  taxes  raised  locally.  The 
study  ot  agriculture  is  now  recognized  as  an  important  sul)ject  and  is  in  the 
curriculum  of  many  of  our  schools  and  colleges. 

If  ^Jllu  ^^"^itted  on  every  side  that  at  the  public  hearing  on  the  oleo  question 
It  was  the  Grange  that  saved  the  color  cause  of  our  present  oleo  law,  thus  pro- 
tecting both  the  consumer  of  oleo  and  the  producer  and  consumer  of  butter 
^2^r,^  rank  fraud  and  deception.  At  the  public  hearing  on  Initiative  and 
?ia^  AT  ""^  ^^^  talen  presented  by  the  Grange  in  the  person  of  Senators 
Clapp.  Minnesota,  and  Owen  of  Oklahoma,  made  necessary  the  use  of  the  most 
outrageous  parliamentary  practice  to  prevent  decided  action  on  the  resolution, 
in  national  legislation  we  report  having  attended  hearings  at  W^ashington 
before  the  Committee  on  Agriculture  of  the  House  on  the  oleo  question.  Be- 
fore the  Comniittee  on  Postoffices  and  Post  Roads  of  the  House,  on  Postal  Ex- 
press of  which  we  speak  more  fully  later.  Before  the  Finance  Committee  of 
Senate  on  Reciprocity  where  we  brought  out  the  fact  that  the  pact  was 
formed  neither  for  the  producer  or  consumer  but  for  the  special  interests 
,.^if  t\  -^^^  ^^  ".^  meeting  of  the  Legislature  this  winter  it  is  not  necessary  to 
reiterate  our  platform  on  taxation,  roads,  education  and  other  state  issues  ex- 
cept to  remind  the  members  of  the  organization  that  there  are  to  be  elected 
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this  coming  year  thirty-six  members  of  Congress,  twenty-five  State  Senators 
and  207  members  of  the  House. 

It  is  an  axiom  in  politics  that  the  best  time  to  pledge  a  legislator  is  while 
he  is  still  a  candidate.  We  have  too  often  pressed  bills  in  the  Legislature 
only  to  find  that  we  did  not  have  the  support  of  those  who  were  from  agricul- 
tural districts.  This  is  a  work  for  the  membership  in  the  several  districts  and 
if  taken  up  with  the  intelligence  and  earnestness  they  use  in  their  private 
business  cannot  fail  to  bring  a  direct  return  in  good  legislation. 

It  will  also  aid  directly  in  a  much-needed  reform  at  Harrisburg,  namely 
that  the  rules  of  procedure  in  the  Legislature  should  be  changed  s"o  that  the 
presiding  officers  nnay  not  have  the  almost  absolute  control  of  business  in  the 
appointment  of  all  committees.  We  insist  upon  relief  from  such  dictatorial 
impositon.  That  the  Initiative,  Referendum  and  Recall  is  making  good  where 
it  is  being  tried  is  evident  to  even  the  casual  reader  of  present  day  history. 
Let  the  creation  of  public  sentiment  in  Pennsylvania  be  continued  this  year 
and  question  each  candidate  upon  this  very  important  proposition. 

The  liquor  question  demands  a  similar  activity  upon  the  part  of  our  mem- 
bers. Our  position  on  local  option  is  well  understood  but  we  need  a  public 
sentiment  so  definite  and  clear  that  this  blighting  traffic  in  human  character 
may  be  destroyed  as  far  as  legislation  can  achieve  this  end. 


National  Legislation 

Many  intensely  and  radically  important  measures  press  for  decision  be- 
for  our  national  Congress  now  in  session.  A  battle  royal  is  on.  In  the  con- 
flict now  upon  us  issues  will  be  solved  no  less  important  than  secession  and 
slavery.  It  is  a  battle  of  brain  not  of  blood,  and  from  all  over  this  country 
and  from  all  parties  are  arising  men  who  are  being  called  upon  to  lay  down 
not  their  lives  but  their  personal  ambitions  and  opportunities  in  the  effort  to 
restore  again  to  the  people  of  this  country  that  precious  jewel  of  popular 
government  so  beautifully  outlined  by  our  tathers  and  established  at  the  price 
of  their  blood.  On  the  one  side  is  money  with  the  tools  it  uses  and  the  cor- 
ruption it  breeds.  On  the  other  is  the  man  shorn  of  his  sovereignty  and 
robbed  of  his  opportunities,  down-trodden  but  determined  to  regain  what  he 
has  lost  in  the  years  of  his  political  lethargy.  See  how  national  legislation 
carries  out  this  alignment  of  forces.  On  the  one  hand  the  central  banks  to 
control  the  credit  of  the  nation,  unprecedented  tariff  taxes  to  foster  monopoly, 
unrestricted  immigration  to  grind  down  American  labor,  express  company 
parasites  and  transportation  charges  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  service  ren- 

dered. 

On  the  other  hand:  Conservation,  postal  express,  reduced  tariffs,  and 
those  measures  we  know  as  popular  government.  We  cannot  enter  into  a 
discussion  of  each  of  these  propositions. 

We  are  opposed  to  any  bank  or  system  of  banking,  such  as  the  scheme 
now  proposed,  that  will  control  the  credits  of  this  country.  We  favor  such  a 
restriction  of  immigration  as  will  welcome  only  moral,  thrifty  and  intelligent 
citizens  of  other  countries  who  wish  to  take  up  residence  among  us  but  which 
shall  destroy  the  herding  of  human  beings  for  the  building  of  corporation 
dividends  and  prevent  the  importation  of  criminals.  Our  tariff  duties  have 
been  manipulated  for  a  long  time  not  for  the  benefit  of  the  laborer  or  the  con- 
sumer, but  to  make  and  retain  unjust  and  selfish  monopolies.  The  activity  or 
our  rational  Congress  upon  this  subject  leads  us  to  enter  into  this  question  a 
little  more  fully  in  order  to  show  the  relation  we  farmers  have  to  this  question 
as  proiucer  and  consumer.  

As  producers  we  cannot  to  any  large  extent  under  our  present  conditions 
benefit  from  any  considerate  duty  upon  our  products,  because  of  the  fact  that 
we  ai  3   producing  a  perishable   product  and   are   to  such  a  great  extent  ex- 

porters 

Last  year  we  exported  thirty-eight  million  bushels  of  corn  for  which  we 
had   to  take  the  world's  price   and  that  controlled  the  price  at  home  of  the 

balance  of  the  crop 

We  exported  eighty-seven   million  bushels  of  wheat  at  the  world's  price 

and  that  controlled  the  price  at  home.  ^     •«.     r  i  c  ^«r,+o  o   h„«v.^i 

But  in  the  Payne- Aldrich  tariff  law  we  find  a  tariff  of  15  cents  a  bushel 
on  corn  of  which  we  have  never  failed  to  have  a  surplus  for  ^^^ty  years  and 
25  cents  a  bushel  on  wheat  and  practically  the  only  wheat  imported  since  the 
sixties  was  no  doubt  for  seed  upon  which  we  pay  the  tax  of  2^  cents  per 
bushel  W^hile  we  recognize  the  right  of  the  government  to  pay  its  expenses 
by  levying  tariff  duties  yet  we  do  think  that  the  time  has  come  to  handle  these 
rates  from  a  business  standpoint  and  not  to  ^bolster  up  a  system  of  giant 
combine.  Take  the  woolen  schedule.  As  farmers  we  are  producing  only  a 
paK  of  the  wool  we  consume  and  the  tariff  of  UVs   cents  per  pound  should 
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act  as  an  encouragement  to  the  raising  of  wool;  but  what  are  the  facts?  Our 
wool  business  is  not  keeping  pace  with  the  increase  of  population.  The  foreign 
price  for  wool  for  1910  (from  the  statistical  abstract  of  the  United  States)  is 
^4  cents.  We  should  be  getting  about  35  cents  per  pound  for  wool  but  in- 
stead are  getting  18  to  20  cents.  Why?  Because  the  tariff  on  the  finished 
product  IS  so  much  higher  and  the  woolen  interests  are  so  well  organized  that 
they  do  buy  our  wool  at  their  own  price  and  charge  what  they  please  for 
the  cloth. 

The  following  example  here  in  Scranton  indicates  the  relation  of  the 
farmer  to  this  question  as  a  consumer.  Winter-weight  woolen  cloth  weighs 
about  16  ounces  per  lineal  yard  and  the  tailor  says  that  SVz  yards  will  make 
a  complete  suit  which  would  equal  5^  pounds  of  unwashed  fleece.  The  mer- 
chant pays,  he  says,  $3.25  per  yard.  The  farmer  gets  20  cents  per  pound 
Hence  the  farmer  gets  20x5^  or  $1.05  for  the  wool  he  furnishes  and  the  tailor 
pays  $11.40  for  the  cloth. 

Postal  Express 

1,0,.  "^^^  question  of  co-operation  is  one  of  the  most  important  subjects  we

This  has 
been  so  far  denied  and  as  we  study  deeper  into  and  learn  more  of  the  subject 
^L  r,  t^^^^^"''  demand  should  go  farther  than  even  general  parcels  post. 
oJ?l  \  ^^"'^  I'Ti^  ^^  package  has  been  objected  to  by  the  country  merchant 
and  dealer  and  the  system  of  postal  express  wrought  out  and  embodied  in 
what  is  known  as  the  Lewis  Bill  takes  away  that  objection  and  in  place  of  the 
exorbitant  rates  charged  by  express  companies  lays  a  uniform  rate  for  every- 
body on  a  given  weight  of  package  and  a  given  length  of  haul.  We  expect  Mr. 
Lewis  to  be  here  and  explain  the  system  at  length  so  we  will  try  to  point  out 
the  lines  of  difference  from  our  present  package  service.  There  seems  to  be 
no  more  brief  and  comprehensive  way  to  present  the  facts  in  the  case  than  to 
include  in  our  report  two  tables  of  figures.  The  first  showing  our  present  ex- 
press rates  as  compared  with  eleven  foreign  countries  and  the  second  showine 
average  express  company  rates  and  mileage  and  tentative  postal  express  rates 
for  the  same  distance.  We  ask  for  this  subject  your  earnest  study  and  active 
interest  in  getting  our  members  of  Congress  to  vote  for  the  passage  of  this  bill.

Report  of  Committee  on  Dormant  Granges 

The  Committee  on  Dormant  Granges  reported: 
Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

The  subject  assigned  to  this  Committee  on  Dormant  Granges  is  one  well 
w^orthy  of  consideration.  To  restore  dormant  Granges  is  a  question  that  re- 
quires thought,  tact,  enthusiasm,  and  work. 

We  are  not  here  to  find  fault,  but  to  encourage;  not  to  ridicule,  but  create 
interest  in  the  purpose  of  our  noble  Order.  There  are  many  fraternal  so- 
cieties within  the  bounds  of  this  commonwealth  of  ours,  but  the  Grange  far 
excels  them  all.  If  this  be  true,  and  we  believe  it,  how  are  we  to  maintain 
our  high  standing. 

It  happens  that  your  chairman  on  Dormant  Granges  lives  in  Washington 
county.  We  have  had  quite  a  revival  of  Grange  work  in  southwestern  Penn- 
sylvania in  the  counties  of  Greene,  Butler  and  Washington,  brought  about  by 
the  persistent  effort  of  our  Deputies  and  State  Lecturer  and  other  state 
workers. 

Patrons,  we  who  are  members  of  this  noble  Order;  we,  who  are  engaged 
in  an  occupation  that  never  shuts  down,  let  us  ever  remember  that  persever- 
ance is  the  key  that  unlocks  success  in  Grange  work. 

One  of  the  things  that  helps  to  make  dormant  Granges  is  the  fact  that 
by  the  very  nature  of  our  occupation  we  tend  to  become  independent  beings 
and  many  of  us  take  this  characteristic  into  our  Grange  meetings  and  thus  w^ 
cannot  agree  with  our  co-laborers  in  the  control  and  the  business  within  the 
Order. 

Let  us  learn  to  write  the  virtues  of  our  brothers  and  sisters  upon  the  rock 
tablets  of  memory — their  misdeeds  upon  the  sand,  and  thus  the  storm  will 
efface  them  and  we  will  have  fewer  dormant  Granges.  In  order  to  prevent 
dormant  Granges,  this  committee  would  advise  that  the  Pomona  Granges  urge 
upon  the  secretaries  of  the  Subordinate  Granges  the  importance  of  sending  a 
full  and  complete  quarterly  report  of  their  work  to  Pomona,  and  furthermore 
that  Pomona  render  all  assistance  possible  to  weak  Granges.  We  are  informed 
that  many  Pomonas  are  appointing  special  committees  for  this  work  where 
the  Deputies  are  neglecting  theirs.       This  we  consider  a  good  plan. 

Pomona    and    Subordinate    Granges   should   encourage   the    publishing   in 
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local  papers  of  all  proceedings  such  as  programme,  resolutions  and  picnics. 

We  urge  that  Lecturers  of  Subordinate  Granges  be  exacting  in  their  work, 
as  nothing  tends  so  much  to  place  a  Grange  in  the  dormant  list  as  the  neglect 
of  the  Lecturer  to  perform  his  duty. 

We  also  urge  that  where  a  weak  or  dormant  Grange  exists  that  the  Dep- 
uties and  state  workers  make  a  house  to  house  canvas,  soliciting  the  aid  of 
the  most  influential  citizens  in  helping  to  create  a  new  interest  in  the  Order 
and  in  assisting  to  build  it  up.  Whereas  many  of  the  movements  undertaken 
by  the  National,  State  and  Subordinate  Granges  have  had  some  selfish  motive 
back  of  them,  and  have  failed,  and  have  been  a  detriment  to  the  building  up 
of  our  Order,  we  believe  that  nothing  should  be  undertaken  by  the  Grange 
that  has  a  selfish  aim  in  view.  Only  those  things  that  will  flourish  in  Grange 
work  which  are  for  the  o'ood  of  the  whole  people. 

In  conclusion  let  us  emphasize  the  importance  of  unison  in  our  work,  not 
allowing  prejudice  to  creep  into  our  hearts,  but  ever  remember  that  the  eye 
of  the  Great  Master  of  the  universe  is  upon  us  and  whatever  we  do  let  us 
strive  to  do  well.

Report  of  Transportation  Committee. 

The  Transportation  Committee  presented  the  following  report: 

One  of  the  great  problems  that  has  always  confronted  the  pioneers  in  the 
settlement  of  a  vast  country  has  been  that  of  transportation.  We  of  this  day 
can  scarcely  realize  the  inconvenience  and  hardships  suffered  by  our  fore- 
fathers, who  had  only  the  bridle  paths  and  pack  horses;  the  rough  roads  and 
ox-carts,  and  whose  pathway  across  the  Great  American  desert  in  search  of 
the  land  of  gold  was  marked  by  the  whitened  bones  of  predecessors. 

During  the  last  century,  invention  made  possible  the  building  of  steel 
roads  and  the  substitution  of  steam  and  electricity  for  animal  power.  Far- 
seeing  men  gathered  together  capital  and  proposed  to  remedy  the  intolerable 
conditions  that  limited  transportation  in  return  for  almost  unlimited  conces- 
sions and  privileges  which  to  the  end  that  all  concerned  in  such  we  all  too 
readily  granted,  and  because  of  our  over-eagerness  we  have  for  settlement 
one  of  the  most  difficult  problems  of  this  age. 

Since  franchises  to  act  as  common  carriers  exist  only  by 
government,  we  believe  that  the  government  should  control 
of  companies  possessing  the  franchise  operations,  the  public 
stockholders,  shall  have  equal  justice  done.  We  are  not  opposed  to  a  fair  re- 
turn upon  actual  capital  invested  but  we  do  object  to  paying  dividends  upon 
untold  millions  of  watered  stock. 

We  believe  that  the  powers  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
should  be  so  enlarged  that  it  would  have  full  power  to  enforce  equal  justice 
and  prevent  unjust  rates  and  discrimination.  If  this  or  other  means  cannot 
bring  justice,  then  let  government  ownership  come. 

We  denounce,  as  un-American,  the  monopolistic  character  and  practices 
of  the  express  companies  and  we  do  not  believe  there  is  a  necessity  for  their 
continued  existence  as  at  present  conducted,  and  we  believe  that  our  Federal 
Postal  Department  could,  like  those  other  nations,  transport  and  distribute 
parcels  and  packages  at  a  reasonable  rate  by  its  postal  system  to  a  great  sav- 
ing to  the  people  and  to  this  end  we  demand  the  adoption  by  Congress  of  the 
Lewis  Parcels  Post  bill  as  presented.  In  view  of  the  immense  dividends  that 
have  for  years  been  paid  to  the  stockholders  of  the  express  companies  we  do 
not  believe  that  any  robbery  would  be  done  if  it  should  eliminate  them  from 
the  business  world  by  this  law. 

The  most  common  highways  of  commerce  are  the  public  roads.  They  are 
a  part  of  the  great  national  system  of  transportation  and  should  be  so  consld- 
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ered  by  our  government.  We  deprecate  the  tendency  of  some  of  our  law- 
makers to  make  of  them,  at  public  expense,  boulevards  for  the  enjoyment  of 
the  favored  few,  to  the  neglect  of  the  common  dirt  roads,  of  the  common 
people. 

We  believe  that  since  the  Federal  Government  has  helped  to  build  rail- 
roads, provide  harbors,  dig  canals,  deepen  water  ways,  etc.,  it  should  also  aid 
in  building  the  public  highways. 

We  approve  the  Jones  Road  law  and  denounce  the  withholding  of  the  ap- 
propriation as  unjust  and  unwise  this  practically  making  the  law  ineffective. 

As  a  people  we  are  face  to  face  with  the  problem  of  transportation,  a 
problem  that  must  be  solved  and  solved  in  a  way  that  will  mean  justice  for 
all  and  special  privilege  for  none,  and  the  problem  of  the  high  cost  of  living 
will  be  partially  solved  for  all.

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Education  follows: 

Report  of  Education  Committee 

Worthy  Master  and  Fellow  Patrons: 

Your  Committee  on  Education  realizes  what  a  broad  field  for  investiga- 
tion if  it  attempted  to  consider  the  work  in  its  varied  character.  It  is  not  only 
a  scholastic  training  and  enlightenment  that  is  essential  to  the  all-around  de- 
velopment, but  that  it  is  equally  important  that  the  practical  things  pertain- 
ing to  our  everyday  affairs  is  as  much  a  part  of  the  education  adequate  to 
render  the  individual  qualified  to  fulfill  well  the  varied  round  of  duties  as  is 
the  scolastic  culture  of  our  schools,  universities  and  colleges.  The  mental, 
physical,  business  and  moral  education  should  receive  alike  the  attention  that 
Is  ever  essential  to  produce  the  properly  rounded  character,  that  is  able  to  get 
the  most  and  best  out  of  life,  not  only  resulting  in  benefits  to  the  individual 
but  the  beneficence  of  which  shall  extend  to  the  community  at  large.  This 
broad,  educational  outlook  it  has  ever  been  the  mission  of  the  Grange  to  pre- 
sent and  to  advocate  the  instrumentalities  leading  to  this  desired  end. 

The  public  school  system  that  prevails  and  to  which  we  give  an  earnest 
support  is  fundamental  in  character  and  every  child  of  the  land  should  have 
the  broadest  opportunity  possible  for  laying  the  foundation  of  the  structure 
that  in  this  competitive  age  is  such  a  potential  factor  in  the  development  we 
so  long  for  in  the  future.  The  new  school  code  that  is  as  yet  in  its  experi- 
mental stage  will,  we  trust,  realize  the  hopes  of  our  educators  and  the  child 
of  the  humblest  citizen  enjoy  the  broadest  opportunity  for  scholastic  training 
that  should  be  the  birthright  of. American  childhood:  to  secure  this  will  re- 
quire vigilance,  if  the  masses  are  to  have  the  door  of  opportunity  kept  open 
and  childhood  have  an  equal  chance  for  a  broad  training  whether  they  belong 
to  the  miner  or  the  millionaire.  All  are  to  be  American  citizens  of  our  great 
republic,  where  distinction  as  to  rights  is  not  supposed  tcr  exist,  and  the  gov- 
ernment is  not  carrying  out  the  highest  purposes  or  laying  strong  foundations 
for  the  future,  if  it  fails  to  make  the  very  best  product  out  of  the  young  ma- 
terial presented. 

We  take  especial  pride  In  the  part  the  Grange  plays  in  carrying  on  the 
work  begun  In  the  public  school  and  continued  indefinitely  in  a  well  regulated 
Grange.  The  problems  presented  for  consideration  and  the  part  that  even  the 
most  timid  be  accustomed  to,  has  in  so  many  cases  proven  beneficial  in  de- 
veloping talent,  that  we  must  regard  it  as  a  most  potent  agency  in  revealing 
latent  faculties,  so  that  we  may  certainly  recognize  the  Grange  as  an  instru- 
ment of  no  mean  order  in  preparing  those  who  come  under  its  influence  to 
more  efllciently  discharge  the  duties  that  open  up  to  them.  The  enviable  posi- 
tion that  our  State  College  now  occupies  is  also  a  source  for  congratulation 
and  the  efficient  work  it  is  doing  for  the  American  youth  along  scholastic  lines 
as  well  as  instilling  valuable  lessons  through  practical  teaching  that  will  en- 
able the  youth  of  either  sex  to  fit  themselves  for  life's  varied  functions,  be 
they  the  future  teachers,  artisans  or  farmers,  is  a  meritorious  labor  that  is 
only  fairly  beginning  to  be  appreciated. 


It  is  a  hopeful  sign  for  the  future  when  we  see  so  much  attention  given 
to  the  practical  teaching  of  the  youth,  so  many  institutions  of  learning,  realiz- 
ing that  the  hand  must  be  trained  with  the  brain;  that  there  is  a  partnership 
ihat  cannot  be  dissolved  without  running  a  risk  of  future  disaster.  The  ave- 
nues of  education  are  numerous,  but  as  agriculturists  while  interested  in  what 
pertains  to  the  development  of  all  classes,  we  are  especially  solicitous  of  edu- 
cation along  our  lines  of  work,  realizing  that  we  comprise  nearly  one-half  of 
the  population.  And  also  remembering  that  our  class  feeds  the  world,  it 
should  be  self-evident  that  the  education  imparted  that  will  increase  the  sup- 
ply of  food  products  to  feed  the  millions  dependent  on  proper  tillage,  is  a  pub- 
lic benefaction  and  worthy  the  growing  support  it  is  receiving.  And  that 
whatever  governmental  action  is  effective,  thorough  practical  education  In  pro- 
ducing results  favorable  to  the  farmer,  whereby  his  garners  are  better  filled 
with  the  products  of  his  acres  or  increases  the  supply  from  the  dairy  is  not 
only  enhancing  the  farmer's  benefits,  but  is  contributing  to  the  general  wel- 
fare through  added  supply  at  the  world's  table.  Hence,  no  apology  is  needed 
from  the  farming  element  when  they  demand  that  elementary  agriculture 
shall  be  taught  in  our  public  schools  or  that  there  shall  be  an  equalization  of 
school  taxation,  since  nothing  can  inure  to  the  farmer's  benefit  that  does 
not  have  its  beneficent  counterpart  with  the  general  public.

Hon.  David  J.  Lewis,  member  of  Congress  from  the  Sixth  Maryland  Dis- 
trict, addressed  the  Grange  on  Parcels  Post  or  Postal  Express. 
Mr.  Lewis  said,  in  part: 

"Express  rates  in  the  United  States  are  prohibitively  high.  The  normal 
rate  should  be  about  seven  times  the  freight  charge;  but  instead  it  is  sixteen 
times  the  freight  rate — $31.20  per  ton  for  express,  as  against  $1.90  for  freight. 
In  ten  other  countries,  the  average  other  express  charge  is  but  five  times  the 
freight  charge;    $4.31   per  ton  for  express,  compared  with  87  cents  a  ton  for 

f  reififht 

**The  effect  of  these  prohibitive  express  charges  is  to  reduce  the  traffic 
to  99  pounds  per  capita  in  the  United  States  while  in  the  other  countries  it  is 
about  200  pounds  per  capita.  The  tonnage  of  the  express  companies  is  only 
one-half  of  one  per  cent,  of  the  freight  here.  In  the  other  countries,  it  is 
more  than  one  per  cent.  But  the  gross  receipts  of  the  express  companies  here 
equal  eight  per  cent,  of  the  freight  receipts,  while  for  twice  the  relative  ser- 
vice, they  exact  but  six  per  cent,  of  the  freight  receipts,  in  other  countries. 

Regulation  is  Imi>ossil>le 

"In  1909  the  profits  of  express  companies  were  more  than  eleven  millions 
of  dollars.  Their  investment  in  express  equipment  was  less  than  ten  millions; 
about  100  per  cent,  profit.  But,  differing  from  the  railways  only  eight  per 
cent,  of  the  express  charge  was  profit.  About  30  per  cent,  of  the  average 
-ail way  charge  is  profit.  If  this  railway  profit  equalled  9  per  cent,  on  the  in- 
vestment, the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  might  perhaps  reduce  its  tar- 
iffs ten  per  cent.,  and  leave  it  six  per  cent,  return  on  its  \n^'estment;  but  a  re- 
duction of  8  per  cent,  in  express  company  rates  would  wipe  out  their  100  per 
cent,  profits.  This  illustrates  the  fact  that  the  express  company  /^^'^j^h  d^oes 
not  exist  outside  America),  is  a  transportation  parasite.  If  it  s  to  r^eniain  in 
business  as  squatter  on  the  railways  and  the  postal  function,  it  must  have  a 
turn-over  profit  which  cannot  well  be  less  than  8  per  cent.,  because  a  slight 
reSucUon  i^n  the  customary  business  might  extinguish  ^^s  profits  entirely  vvhi^^^ 
no  tribunal  would  ever  do.  But  even  a  ten  per  cent,  reduction  woud  simply 
accentuate  the  injustice  of  their  charges,  and  afford  "«  Pra^V«  not  innlic^ble 
regulation  because  of  the  parasitic  character  of  the  subject,  is  not  applicable 

to  the  express  company. 

Inadequacy  of  Parcels  Post  Schoines 

••Parcels  post  schemes,  per  se,  propose  a  rate  of  8  ^o  12  cents  a  pound 
At  8  cents  the  cost  would  be  $160.00  a  ton,  or  five  ti^nes  the  average  express 
company  charge,   and  eleven  times  the  European   parcels  post.     The  eleven 
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pound  limit  excludes  the  retail  merchant,  who  ships  in  100-pound  lots,  and 
Who  has  an  equal  right  to  consideration;  an  adequate  express  service  will 
discrimmate  against  no  one." 

Adequate  System  of  Postal  Management 

•^t,'*^T^^  "^,^^"  "^^^  ^^  '^"  articulation  of  the  country  and  suburban  points 
with  the  railways;  which  may  be  accomplished  by  rural  delivery  agency  now 
waiting  with  empty  wagons  to  carry  the  products  of  farm  and  garden  to 
the  hungry  mouths  of  city  and  town,  at  living  prices. 

"Express-railway  contracts  should  be  secured  by  the  Postal  Department 
to  obtain  the  lowest  rail  rates.  Cheap  capital  and  a  public  service  motive, 
both  of  which  the  nation  can  certainly  provide,  are  necessary.  Unification  of 
the  express  plants  with  the  postal  system  is  needed  to  secure  simplification  of 
methods,  and  the  fullest  economically  feasible  extension  of  the  collect  and  de- 
livery feature,  the  fatal  weakness  of  the  express  system.  The  efficiency  of  the 
American  postal  system  in  1909  was  54,000  mail  pieces  per  annum  per  em- 
ploye; in  Germany,  26,000;  and  the  average  for  England,  France  and  Ger- 
many was  32,000.    Our  postal  employes  are  the  most  efficient  on  earth." 

Tlie  Eeoiiomies  of  Postal  Exprt^ss 

"After  paying  the  railways,  the  express  companies  had  over  sixtv-eight 
million  dollars,  of  which  one  million  went  to  taxes,  over  eleven  millions  to 
profits,  and  fifty-six  millions  to  clerical  and  other  expenses  Under  postal 
management,  the  profits,  and  forty  per  cent,  of  the  operating  expenditures 
would  be  saved.  The  Postal  System  would  have  mainly  the  messengers  and 
delivery  services  to  pay,  while  its  postage  stamp  and  periodic  weighings  would 
eliminate  the  accounting  now  requiring  some  eleven  distinct  clerical  proceed- 
mgs  for  each  package.  These,  with  the  obvious  economies  of  unification 
\yould  mean  a  reduction  in  rates  of  one-third  on  large  shipments,  and  two- 
thirds  on  small." 

Fast-Freigrht  (Secondary)  Express 

"The  Germans  have  two  kinds  of  express;  the  all-passenger  service 
known  here  (not  express-company)  for  which  the  charge  is  four  times  the 
freight  rate.  The  secondary  express  is  a  form  of  fast  freight  on  the  trunk 
lines  supplemented  by  passenger  service  to  initiate  or  complete  the  journey  of 
the  shipment.  The  rate  for  this  secondary  express  is  twice  the  freight  It  is 
used  to  move  traffic  that  could  not  move  to  its  natural  market  with  a  profit 
and  pay  regular  express  rates.  Postal  department  might  well  adopt  this  ser- 
vice also,  articulating  the  country  and  rural  points  with  the  railways  through 
urban  and  rural  delivery.  This  secondary  express  would  cost  the  Government 
nothing  additional,  the  express  plants  being  acquired,  and  even  otherwise  onlv 
for  wagons  in  urban  delivery.  The  rates  could  be  made  about  one-fifth  of 
present  express  rates,  or  al)out  $6.00  a  ton,  as  against  $31.20.  This  is  ])ecause 
the  government,  assembling  the  small  shipments  which  the  railways  cannot 
consider  at  less  than  100-pound  rates,  may  secure  from  railwavs  100-pound 
rates;  and  charging  shipper  at  rate  of  100-pound  tariff,  the  government  would 
only  have  to  add  the  cost  of  collect-and-delivery.  A  substantial  augmenta- 
tion of  railway  traffic  on  high-priced  matter  would  result." 

Is  Penny  Postage  Involved? 

^  J^'^^^  ^^^^^  ^°  ^^  expected  under  Postal  Express  are  a  charge  of  7  cents 
l?^  .  ?P^  pound,  graduated  to  17  cents  for  11  pounds,  with  a  general  reduc- 
tion of  28  per  cent,  on  greater  weights. 

"Under  the  secondary  fast-freight  express  service  rates  about  one-fifth 
the  present  express  rates. 

"Since  the  services  would  be  extended  to  all  rural  districts  through  the 
free  delivery  system,  the  country  supply  of  necessaries  would  become  avail- 
able to  the  urban  customer,  stimulating  the  building  of  good  roads,  increas- 
ing the  attractiveness  of  rural  life,  augmenting  the  income  of  the  farmer 
while  reducing  the  cost  of  living  and  improving  the  quality  of  the  food-stuffs 
to  be  obtained  by  the  city  dweller. 

"The  rural  delivery  will  have  an  opportunity  to  pay  its  way.  and  thus  re- 
lease about  forty  million  dollars  annually,  which  will  go  far  toward  making 
penny  postage  a  possibility. 

"What  is  the  first  law  of  industry?  It  is  that  the  less  efl=icient  must  give 
way.  As  a  parasite  the  express  company  cannot  help  either  its  mal-economy 
or  its  prohibitive  rates.  It  is  a  hopeless  Inefficient,  and  must  give  way  For 
centuries  the  less  efllcient  man  has  given  way  to  the  more  efficient  machine. 
Yet  the  man  was  endowed  by  his  Creator  with  the  right  to  earn  his  bread  in 
the  sweat  of  his  face.     Why  should  this  law  be  longer  suspended,  for  a  para-

site  rendering  only  half-service  and  exacting  more  than  double  pay?  And  why 
should  not  the  government  do  its  duty  by  completely  discharging  the  postal 

function?  „       ,  ,       . 

"After  forty  years  of  deprivation  of  the  citizens  of  a  blessing  enjoyed  by 
other  lands  may  we  not  fairly  demand  that  the  government  now  do  its  duty?" 

The  special  hour  for  memorial  services  having  arrived  the  W^orthy  Chap- 
lain opened  the  service  with  reading  the  scripture  and  prayer.  The  report  of 
the  committee  was  read  by  Brother  J.  A.  Herr. 

Report  of  Memorial  Committee 

Again  we  are  assembled  in  annual  meeting  to  pay  our  tribute  of  respect 
to  the  memory  of  those  of  our  number  who  have  answered  the  last  roll  call 
here,  and  have  passed  from  labor  to  reward. 

Hon.  James  J.  Thomas,  of  Cambria  county,  a  charter  member  of  Concord 
Grange  No.  1125,  died  February,  1911,  aged  72  years.  Brother  Thomas  was  a 
valued  member  of  the  State  Executive  Committee  for  several  terms,  and  was 
a  wise  and  efficient  official.  He  was  regarded  as  the  father  of  the  Grange  in 
his  section.  High  minded,  honorable,  learned  and  upright,  he  was  an  ideal 
member  of  our  Order.  His  people  honored  him  as  their  representative  in  the 
General  Assembly  for  two  terms  which  position  he  filled  with  credit  to  him- 
self and  honor  to  his  constituency.  When  health  permitted  he  was  a  regular 
attendant  of  the  State  Grange  and  was  an  able  participant  in  its  work. 

Mrs  Mary  E.  Bloom,  wife  of  Brother  A.  G.  Bloom  of  Clinton  county. 
Past  Lady  Assistant  Steward  of  this  Grange,  died  at  her  home  in  Lock  Haven 
August  20,  1911.  Many  of  us  will  remember  her  activity  in  caring  for  us  dur- 
ing the  meetings  of  the  State  Grange  in  Lock  Haven.  She  was  a  very  inter- 
ested member  and  contributed  freely  of  her  efforts  to  build  up  the  Grange. 

Mrs  Ellis  F.  Gundy,  of  Union  county,  Past  Lady  Assistant  Steward  of 
Pennsylvania  State  Grange,  departed  this  life  in  September,  1911.  Sister 
Gundy  was  one  of  the  early  members  of  our  Order  and  stood  firmly  for  the 
Grange  during  all  its  criticisms  and  adversities,  standing  up  for  honor  and  in- 
tegrity, and  especially  for  the  equality  of  men  and  women  in  Grange  work, 
also  in' social,  educational  and  political  work.  ,  ^ 

These  sisters  and  brothers  performed  well  their  part  in  Grange  work,  and 
we  mourn  their  departure,  but  knowing  their  high  Christian  characters,  be- 
lieve they  will  reap  a  rich  reward  in  the  Great  Beyond. 

Our  sympathies  are  extended  to  the  bereaved  families. 

We  ask  that  these  reports  be  spread  upon  the  Journal  of  Proceedings  of 
this  Grange.  ^    ^    HERR.

Report  of  Committee  on  Health  and  Sanitation 

To  the  Worthy  Ofl^cers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

Your  Committee  on  Health  and  Farm  Sanitation,  beg  leave  to  report  as 

follows.  .  ,    X.  ♦     *^u^ 

Only  one  resolution  has  been  referred  to  us.  This  resolution  requests  the 
State  Grange  to  endeavor  to  have  passed  by  our  state  and  national  law- 
makers, a  law  compelling  druggists  and  others  selling  so-called  Pftent  ana 
proprietary  medicines,  to  print  on  labels  and  bottles  the  effects  of  the  meai- 
cines  and  mixtures  sold,  upon  the  human  system.  , 

Your  committee,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  law  now  requires  the  per- 
centage of  alcohol,  opium,  chloroform  and  other  well  known  injurious  drugs, 
to  be  printed  upon  the  label  of  each  bottle  and  package  of  patent  and  pro- 
prietary preparations,  mixtures  and  nostrums  sold,  deem  it  unwise  to  recom- 

'"''"  Your^ommittee  ^recommends  action    upon   the   following  important  and 
neglected  matters  under  the  head  of  Health  and  Farm  Sanitation. 
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First:      Emphatic  action  should  be  taken  with  reference   to   the   disnosal 
of  the  carcasses  of  animals  that  have  died  of  conta^^ious  diseaLs  or  in  Tact 
from    any    other    reason.      The   dead    bodies   of   animals   not   diseased     can    be 

fi  Taces^'f h^r^  ^^'^'^^^f   I^^^^^^«   ^^'h^^'^^   prepared  to   remove  dead   anfmals 
In    places   they   are   made   a   source   of   financial   profit    by   those    prepared   to

to  the  depth  of  several  inches,  and  then  further  covered  with  at  least  two  feet 
oi  ear tn . 

Third:      We,  further,  most  earnestly  recommend  that  all  Patrons  of  Hus- 
bandry  see   carefully  to   the   proper  closing  up   of  wells  and   cisterns  and  all 
open  and  stagnant  pools  of  water  from   any  reasqn  so   that   thev  cannot  be- 
come breeding  places  for  mosquitoes,  also  see  to  it  that  no  empty  cans    oots 
of  mosquitoes''''     ^^''^^^^  become  receptacles  of  rain  water  and  breeding  places 

Fourth:  We  also  recommend  a  careful  examination  of  the  sources  of  all 
of  the  water  supplies  of  the  farm,  that  they  be  not  polluted  by  the  drainage  of 
the  barnyard  or  cesspool  or  neighboring  graveyard,  and  that  as  it  is  a  well 
known  medical  fact  that  more  disease,  infectious,  contagious  of  otherwise  is 
caused  by  improper  and  almost  criminal  carelessness  in  surface  drainage 
that  all  wells  and  cisterns  should  have  their  tops  built  up  with  cement— con- 
crete—at  least  twelve  inches  above  the  surrounding  earth  level  and  closed  as 
closely  as  possible  around  the  pump,  so  as  to  keep  out  properly  and  effectual- 
ly, not  only  the  surface  water  but  dead  insects  and  all  decayed  and  decaying 
animal   and  vegetable   matter.  ^ 

Fifth:  In  a  general  way  the  importance  of  intense  cleanliness  should  be 
emphasized.  The  general  trend  of  all  advanced  medical  thought  in  the  field 
of  hygiene  and  sanitation  in  the  present  day,  is  toward  prevention  rather  than 
cure.  The  barn  should  be  thoroughly  cleaned  with  broom  and  ])rush  at  least 
twice  a  year.  The  pig-sty  should  never  be  under  the  same  roof  with  the  dairy 
cows.  The  stables  should  be  well  lighted  with  sunlight  and  without  un- 
pleasant odors,  in  short,  cleanliness  and  proper  care  promote  health  and 
vigor  in  and  about  the  barn  as  well  as  in  and  about  the  house

Grange  News  Report 


The  report  of  the  Managing  Editor  of  Grange  News  was  adopted  as  read. 
To  the  Ofllcers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

In  making  this,  my  sixth  annual  report  as  manager  of  Grange  News  it  is 
with  pleasure  that  I  can  again  inform  the  Patrons  of  the  state  that  their  offi- 
cial organ  has  been  issued  twelve  times  during  1911  without  expense  to  the 
fctate  Grange,  and  that  it  shows  a  l)alance  on  hand  which  will  assure  the  con- 
tinued existence  of  our  paper  at  least  for  several  more  issues.  In  fact  Pa- 
trons, the  continued  existence  of  Grange  News  is  secure.  The  monthly  in- 
come has  not  for  many  months,  been  below  the  expenditures  and  I  antici- 
pate that  our  paper  will  grow  in  usefulness  as  the  fearless  champion  of  the 
rights  of  the  organized  farmers  of  Pennsylvania. 

To  issue  Grange  News  during  1911  there  were  required  nearly  two  mil- 
lion revolutions  of  our  press.  Nearly  400,000  copies  of  our  paper  were  sent 
out  from  the  office  into  the  homes  of  Grange  members  in  Pennsylvania  as 
well  as  the  homes  of  Patrons  and  farmers  in  a  number  of  other  states  for 
Grange  News  is  growing  very  nicely  in  general  circulation.  The  reports  of 
the  Executive  and  Finance  Committees  will  deal   with  the  financial  standing

of  our  paper  and  this  report,  therefore,  will  deal  particularly  with  the  editor- 
ial end,  and  its  relation  to  the  Order. 

In  this  connection  I  want  to  say  that  if  Grange  News  had  any  other  edi- 
torial policy  than  it  now  has  there  would  be  no  business  end  to  bother  about. 

Grange  News  does  not  conflict  with  any  other  paper  which  reaches  farm 
homes.  We  operate  on  the  theory  that  the  farmer  understands  his  business 
and  that  he  can  secure  scientific  information  from  the  excellent  agricultural 
publications  which  abound  in  state  and  nation.  To  us  falls  the  duty  of  deal- 
ing with  the  farmer  as  a  citizen  and  it  is  our  desire  through  Grange  News 
to  prompt  the  membership  to  their  own  best  interests  by  full  and  frank  dis- 
cussions upon  economic  and  governmental  matters  which  affect  the  farmer 
and  upon  the  extension  of  our  great  Order.  We  are  strictly  a  Grange  paper 
and  desire  to  present  to  the  membership  the  interesting  Grange  items  which 
occur  in  the  Subordinate  and  Pomona  Granges  of  the  state.  Whatever  of  in- 
terest happens  in  your  part  of  the  state,  is  of  interest  to  every  other  part  of 
the  state,  if  it  has  to  do  with  the  work  of  the  Grange.  In  this  connection  I 
desire  to  impress  upon  every  Patron  the  importance  of  having  a  pul^licity 
agent  in  each  Pomona  district.  We  have  many  faithful  Pomona  reporters  but 
there  are  some  Pomonas  yet  without  this  official.  I  want  to  have  some  one  in 
every  Pomona  district  who  will  report  for  Grange  News.  Please  see  that  this 
is  done.  And  items  from  Subordinate  Granges  are  desirable.  Be  brief  in  what 
you  send,  and  send  the  meat,  not  the  flowers.  We  cannot  print  resolutions  of 
respect  to  dead  members  for  if  we  did  it  would  take  up  nearly  all  our  s-pace. 
So  do  not  send  such  items  to  us. 

While  it  falls  upon  me  to  collate  each  month  the  articles  that  are  pub- 
lished, I  would  be  in  a  very  bad  way  without  the  help  of  loyal  Patrons  every- 
where who  are  interested  in  sending  items  to  me,  and  the  excellent  work  of 
our  associate  editors  and  contril)utors.  The  Worthy  Master's  modesty  pre- 
vents him  from  telling  of  his  work  as  an  editor,  yet  I  want  to  say  that  his 
earnest  devotion  to  the  farmer's  welfare,  prompted  by  his  thorough  knowledge 
of  the  farmer's  needs,  from  a  farmer's  viewpoint,  has  been  set  forth  in  some 
of  the  most  pointed  and  powerful  editorials  that  have  appeared  contempora- 
neously in  Pennsylvania.  The  position  of  Grange  News  upon  public  questions 
has  been  the  leading  position  in  Pennsylvania,  thanks  to  the  knowledge  and 
advice  of  our  Editor-in-Chief  and  our  associate  editors.  Brother  McSparran's 
department  is  valuable  in  every  way  and  has  been  quoted  from  widely  for 
several  years.

I  could  go  into  details  for  hours  upon  the  work  and  possibilities  of 
Grange  News,  but  it  tells  its  own  story  each  month.  Your  managing  editor 
is  giving  his  best  efforts  to  bring  success  to  Grange  News  and  advancement  to 
the  Order  but  we  can  make  no  advancement  without  the  assistance  of  the 
membership.  We  need  your  undivided  co-operation.  This  is  your  paper.

Whereas,  A  virulent  fungous  disease,  known  as  the  "Chestnut  Tree 
Blight,"  is  attacking  the  native  chestnut  tree  in  this  state,  and  if  not  checked, 
threatens  destruction  to  this  valuable  species  of  tree,  and, 

Whei*eavS,  Many  of  the  land  owners  in  Pennsylvania,  members  of  the 
Grange,  will  be  disastrously  affected  if  the  progress  of  this  disease  continues 
unabated;   therefore  be  it 

Resolved.  That  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  endorses  the  object  of  the 
work  of  the  Pennsylvania  Chestnut  Tree  Blight  Commission  in  its  efforts  to 
eradicate  this  disease,  and  pledges  its  support,  recommending  that  all  Po- 
mona and  Subordinate  Granges  assist  in  promoting  public  interest  therein, 
to  the  end  that  the  efforts  of  this  commission  may  not  be  hindered  or  im- 
peded. 

Resolved.  That  the  bill  pending  before  Congress,  appropriating  $80,000 
for  similar  work,  for  the  use  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture, 
is  recognized  as  a  worthy  measure,  and  the  Pennsylvania  delectation  in  Con- 
gress are  respectfully  and  earnestly  urged  to  give  it  their  united  support. 

Resolved.  That  we  recommend  a  change  in  the  federal  revenue  law  so 
as  to  require  that  any  person  who  deals  in  intoxicating  liquors  shall  first  have 
procured  the  permission  of  the  local  authorities  within  the  district  in  which 
such  li(iuor  is  to  be  sold,  and  must  present  evidence  of  such  authority  to  the 
Internal   Revenue  authorities  before  any  government  permit  Is  granted. 

Resolved,  That  we  endorse  the  policies  advocated  by  the  National  Grange 
as  follows: 

We  favor.  Federal  aid  for  road  improvement;  a  general  parcels  post;  con- 
servation of  the  natural  resources;  a  national  graduated  income  tax;  gradua- 
tion income  tax  and  the  valuation  of  express  companies;  direct  election  of 
United  States  Senators;  a  non-partisan  tariff  commission;  agricultural  educa- 
tion and  extension;  and  also  emphasize  our  opposition  to  ship  sul)sidies,  a 
centralized  United  States  bank.

The  following  report  of  the  Committee  on  Dairy  Interests  was  adopted: 
Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  of  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

*  No  resolutions  were  referred  to  your  committee  yet  the  importance  and 
extent  of  this  branch  of  the  agricultural  industry  is  so  great  that  we  feel  jus- 
tified in  submitting  to  you  the  following  facts  and  figures,  giving  us  some  idea 
of  the  immensity  of  the  dairy  industry  in  Pennsylvania. 

There  are  invested,  as  nearly  as  we  can  ascertain,  in  the  limited  time  at 
our  command,  the  following:

Of  this  amount  $710,000,000  pays  taxes  at  the  rate  of  about  18  mills  to 
the  amount  of  one  and  one-fourth  (1^)  millions  annually.

Grange  of  Pennsylvania  the  best  encouragement  and  support  for  its  advance- 

"^^^  We  find  by  the  census  of  1910  that  there  are  1,000,000  in  our  state,  while 
in  1900  there  were  1,300,000,  a  loss  of  nearly  one-fourth  in  ten  years.  It  is 
encouraging  to  learn,  however,  that  in  the  same  time  there  was  in  products 
from  the  dairy  an  indication  that  during  this  period  there  was  a  decided  weed- 
ing out  of  the  cows  that  were  boarders  and  not  producers  of  proof  to  their 
owners.  This  decrease  means  more  than  the  mere  fact  that  we  have  gotten 
rid  of  unprofitable  cows.  It  means  that  cows  of  the  future  will  be  bred  from 
le  ter  -tock  and  the  continuation  of  this  policy  will  eventually  bring  better 
cows  and  greater  success  to  the  dairymen  of  the  state  and  should  be  com- 
mended and  encouraged. 

Means  of  Improvement

Report  of  Committee  on  Domestic  Science: 
To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange:

stood, or  at  least  only  partially  understood.  A  girl  studying  domestic  science 
does  not  go  to  college  merely  to  learn  to  cook,  but  rather  fost^dy  every  de! 
partment  of  the  profession  of  home  making.  «Luuy  every  ae 

A  physician  does  not  attend  medical  college  merely  to  study  one  branch 
of  medicine,  but  rather  to  gain  as  accurate  a  knowledge  as  possible  of  th^ 
human   body,    the   ills  it  is  heir  to  and   the  very  best  m^thods'^of  rimedylnl 

Many  people  have  the  mistaken  idea  that  housekeeping  does  not  require 
any  amount  of  brains,  but  one  dear  old  grandmother  said  that  home  making 
as  she  tried  to  do  it.  called  for  all  the  brains  the  Lord  gave  her  andTgreft 
deal   more.  »V4  «,  gicak 

This  w-^oman  grasped  the  principle  of  home  economies  better  than  any 
professor  of  domestic  science  who  is  yet  on  record 

Household  economy  deals  with  everything,  from  the  small  laborer's  cot- 
tage where  the  housewife  performs  the  duties  of  cook,  nurse,  seamstress  and 
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maid  of  all  work,  to  the  milionaire's  mansion  where  a  trained  housekeeper 
directs  a  corps  of  servants  to  the  special  work  prescribed  for  each.  The  prob- 
lem of  doing  the  work  easily  and  thoroughly  and  securing  the  smallest  expen- 
diture of  money,  time  and  strength  can  only  be  solved  by  the  application  of 
the  principles  of  household  economy,  even  though  the  busy  housemother  has 
never  even  considered  the  meaning  of  the  term. 

Questions  arise  constantly  which  each  home-maker  must  be  able  to  solve 
for  herself  according  to  the  conditions  surrounding  her.  A  well  known  teach- 
er of  domestic  economy  said  that  "Laundry  work  should  not  be  done  at  home 
under  any  conditions."  This  may  be  accomplished  in  towns,  but  it  is  not  pos- 
sible in  every  part  of  the  country.  There  are  many  homes  where  ine  famii> 
laundry  work  must  be  done  by  the  mother  herself,  consequently  she  should  be 
supplied  with  the  best  available  utensils,  and  the  method  which  is  least  taxing 
upon  the  person  doing  the  work.  Each  year  the  importance  of  hygiene  is 
recognized  more  fully  and  the  household  economist  must  be  alive  to  the  aan- 
ger  of  germs  and  bacilli  in  every  nook  and  corner.  We  believe  the  vacuum 
cleaners  are  filling  a  long-felt  need,  and  will  be  a  valuable  aid  to  the  house- 
mother. 

A  certain  amount  of  healing  skill  is  also  required  from  the  average  home- 
maker.     The  first  aid  to  the  injured  classes  frequently  stand  her  in  good  stead. 

Food  preparation  is  of  course  likely  to  be  the  first  principle  of  household 
economy  put  into  effect.  In  this  connection  the  home  maker  is  always  in 
quest  of  new  knowledge. 

The  selection  of  food  best  suited  to  the  needs  of  her  family,  at  a  price 
within  her  means,  is  no  small  matter,  especially  with  the  increasing  cost  of 
all  kind  of  food  stuffs.  The  recent  lectures  and  menus  of  Mrs.  Scott  which 
have  been  published,  have  proved  to  be  a  great  benefit  to  the  old  as  well  as 
young  housekeepers,  especially  to  those  living  in  large  towns  and  cities. 

Your  committee  earnestly  commend  the  activity  of  the  State  College  in 
their  endeavors  to  establish  a  course  of  domestic  science  which  shall  be 
available  to  the  home-maker,  and  believe  it  will  be  a  factor  in  reducing  a 
portion  at  least  of  her  cares,  inasmuch  as  she  will  be  able  to  provide  for  her 
family  a  properly  ])alanced  menu  without  being  compelled  to  learn  it  through 
a  serious  of  unhappy  mistakes.  The  home  medicine  cabinet  should  be  fully 
supplied  with  such  simple  remedies  as  are  necessary  in  treating  the  common 
ills  of  the  family,  thereby  saving  doctor's  bills. 

We  believe  that  a  certain  amount  of  labor  should  be  required  from  each 
member  of  the  household,  thereby  teaching  the  children  to  be  systematic  and 
at  the  same  time  by  judicious  commendation  giving  them  a  feeling  that  they 
are  a  part  of  the  business  firm. 

But  the  most  important  of  all  economies,  that  on  which  depends  the  wel- 
fare and  happiness  of  all  her  household,  and  one  that  is  most  overlooked  and 
unheeded  of  any,  is  the  economy  of  strength  of  the  mother  in  the  home.  Your 
committee  do  urge  the  necessity  of  such  economy.  The  mother  is  too  willing 
to  sacrifice  herself  for  her  loved  ones.  We  have  the  utmost  faith  in  the  cele- 
brated rest  cure,  that  is,  drop  every  care  and  lie  down,  if  only  for  ten  min- 
utes, and  close  the  eye,  relax  every  muscle,  and  rest.  The  world  will  not  fail, 
nor  the  universe  go  to  pieces,  and  the  house-mother  saved.

History  teaches  that  where  agriculture  has  been  fostered  there  a  high 
state  of  cultivation  has  existed,  but  where  it  has  been  neglected,  degeneracy 
begins.  We  believe  that  co-operation  will  do  more  to  advance  agriculture  than 
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all  the  resolutions  that  this  body  can  enact.  Not  only  in  buying  and  selling 
but  at  the  ballot  box.  When  the  farmers  of  this  commonwealth  will  unite 
at  the  ballot  box  and  vote  for  their  own  interest  Instead  of  the  other  fellow, 
agriculture  will  be  benefitted.

The  Committee  on  Education  in  a  supplemental  report  reported  favorably 
on  the  following  resolutions  and  their  report  was  sustained  by  the  State 
Grange. 

Temperance 

W^hereas,  To  the  present  system  of  disposing  of  alcoholic  beverages  is  at- 
tributed by  statisticians  and  criminologists  from  50  to  70  per  cent,  of  the 
crimes  and  poverty  of  our  day,  and 

Whereas,  It  would  seem  that  the  community  can  hardly  be  too  exacting 
and  rigorous  in  taking  steps  for  its  protection  against  these  evils  by  the  insti- 
tution and  prosecution  of  measures  designed  to  prevent  them,  and. 

Whereas,  It  is  our  privilege  and  duty  as  a  great  national  organization  to 
set  forth  the  opinions  we  believe  to  be  helpful  to  the  great  body  of  our  wide- 
spread membership,  "for  the  good  of  all." 

Resolved,  1.  That  we  believe  a  change  in  the  said  system  of  distribution 
is  advisable,  and  we  favor  the  application  of  the  principle  of  "local  option"  to 
this  question,  as  an  application  of  the  principle  of  the  referendum. 

2.  That  the  present  expenditure  annually  of  approximately  two  billion 
dollars  in  alcoholic  preparations  is  largely  a  wasteful  and  an  injurious  outlay 
of  the  people's  resources,  disastrous  alike  to  individual  happiness,  to  social 
prosperity  and  to  general  progress. 

3.  That  our  members  are  advised  to  abstain  from  these  preparations 
as  beverages  and  to  adopt  the  principle  of  total  abstinence  as  a  matter  of  per- 
sonal habit,  of  sound  judgment  and  of  moral  correctness. 

Resolvetl,  That  as  long  as  the  public  has  to  bear  the  infliction  of  liquor 
license  system,  we  recommend  that  a  license  fee  of  $5000  for  towns  and 
$10,000  for  cities  shall  be  exacted. 

That  the  application  for  license  shall  have  the  signatures  of  twenty-ftve 
of  his  neighbors  to  the  application. 

That  no  license  shall  be  granted  within  one-half  mile  of  any  church  or 

school  house.  ^  ^  ^  ^ 

That  traflfic  in  liquors  shall  only  be  between  the  hours  of  9  a.m.  and  9  p.m. 

That  no  obstruction  to  interior  inspection  from  the  exterior  shall  be  per- 
mitted and  no  gambling  or  card  playing  be  allowed  on  the  premises. 

That  no  brewer,  distiller,  wholesaler,  rectifier  or  jobber  shall  be  pecun- 
iarly  interested  in  any  retail  place  as  owner  of  the  premises,  mortgagee, 
lender,  guarantor,  or  in  any  other  manner  directly  or  indirectly. 

liesolved,  That  as  the  social  custom  of  treating  in  the  use  of  intoxicatmg 
drinks  is  a  pernicious  habit,  we  favor  the  enactment  of  a  law  prohibiting  it  in 
the  commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania.

The  Committee  on  Horticulture  reported: 

Enemies  to  fruits  of  all  kinds  have  increased  in  the  last  few  years.  Chief 
among  them  Is  San  Jose  scale,  coddling  moth,  leaf  blister,  mite  ^f^n  ^Pfj^^ 
and  curcollo.  Spraying  must  be  thoroughly  done  w  th  li'"^  an<t>lphur  The 
San  Jose  scale  can  be  kept  In  check  with  one  spraying  a  ^^ar  spraying  to  be 
done  before  buds  open  In  the  spring.  The  same  solutions  will  keep  the  leaf 
blister  mite  in  check  also.  Coddling  moth  and  leaf  blister  mite  can  be  con- 
trolled with  three  sprayings.     First,  when  buds  show  pink;  second,  as  soon  as 

the  blossom  falls;   third,  two  weeks  later.  t^     v.   v.i     *v,     kiooi,  i^of 

Green  aphis  gives  us  the  most  trouble  to  control.  Probably  the  black  leaf 
solution  or  tobacco  stems  would  keep  them  In  check.  ^i^ntpd  p-ood 

Planting  of  fruits  of  all  kinds  Is  on  the  Increase.  Those  that  planted  good 
varieties  pruned,  sprayed,  fertilized  anl  cultivated  well  have  pretty  good 
crops;  about  80  per  cent,  of  a  full  crop.  While  those  who  did  not  take  good 
care  of  their  orchards,  had  only  about  25  per  cent   of  a  full  crop 

As  It  Is  a  well  known  fact  that  thousands  of  dollars  worth  of  rruit  is 
shlpp^'ed  into  PeiTnsylvanla  each  year  and  but  very  little  shiPPed  out  why  s  it 
that  so  many  farmers  spend  their  time  and  money  on  grains  of  various  kinds

The  State  Grange  endorsed  the  Ailman  Vaccination  Bill  which  passed  the 
House  at  the  last  .session  of  the  Legislature  with  only  two  dissenting  votes  but 
failed  ot  passage  in  the  Senate.  It  provides  that  vaccination  shall  not  l)e  com- 
pulsory in  communities  where  small  pox  does  not  exist  or  is  not  threatening. 

Brother  Jas.  G.  McSparran,  of  Lancaster  county,  read  a  paper  on  Co-Op- 
eration,  as  follows: 

CO-OPKUATIOX 

T'he  first  thought   in  the  consideration  of  any  pro])lem   demanding  more 
than    ordinary   concentration    of   the    business   mind,    is,    for    whom,   and    with 
whom,  are  we  planning  and   dealing,  and   what  are  the  prospects  of  ultimate 
success.    It  IS  absolutely   essential   for  members  of  our  Order  to  lay  to   heart 
certain  things,  to  examine,  as  it   were,  themselves,  and  determine  whether  or 
not  they  are  ready  to  carry  out  their  part  of  any  given  contract,  to  the  letter, 
before  they  can  possil)ly  expect  the  best  results  in  any  system  of  co-operation 
Members  of  our  Order  must  understand  that  there  never  has  been  a  reform  or 
advance  along  any  line,  in  any  given  direction,  that  did  not  cost  intense  and 
earnest  thought,  devoted  and  untiring  effort,  and  back  of  it  all  consistent  and 
unfaltering  devotion  to  principle.     We  must  recognize  the  great  truth  that  lo 
succeed   we  must  deserve  success:   to  secure  the  co-operation  of  your  fellow- 
men  you  must  deserve  their  confidence  by  giving  them  to  understand  that  you 
not  only  offer  the  best,  but  the  intention  is  also  the  very  best.     That  selfish- 
ness as   we  understand  it  in  ordinary  parlance,   is  eradicated,  and  the  intent 
clear  and  manifest  to  stand  by,  and  make  good,  every  part  of  our  side  of  the 
contract.      It  must  never  be  forgotten  in  the  midst  of  so  much  in  our  day    of 
the  schemes,  devices  and  methods  of  the  unscrupulous,  and  the  apparent  suc- 
cess,  for  a   time,   of  such   schemes  and   methods  in  the   business   world,   that 
after  all   we  find   the  permanent,  substantial  business  of  our  country  is  built 
upon  that  which  will  alway  endure,  because  it  is  right  and  honorable      What 
lessons   we   ourselves   have   learned   along   this  line.      Looking   back   over  the 
years  of  active  life  and  work  in  the  Grange  how  many  we  have  known  who 
have  pushed  to  the  front,  whose  devotion  if  we  can  judge  by  their  mushroom 
zeal  IS  simply  wonderful.  They  have  come  and  gone,  others  followed,  they  too 
have  gone.     Today  others  of  the  same  ilk  and  kind  are  among  us,  they  too' 
will  go;   but  all,  all,  of  this  class  have  left  and,  will  leave,  their  trail  to  the 
detriment  of  the  Grange  cause.     Such  should  have  never  been  allowed  to  enter 
the  Grange  portals  and  even  more  the  stamp  of  disapproval  should  be  indel- 
ibly fixed  upon  every  effort  of  such  to  enter  the  business  councils  of  our  or- 
ganization.     I   was  not   an  admirer   of  Secretary  of  Agriculture   Morton,   but 
few  have  come  nearer  asserting  the  truth  than  he,  when  he  said  the  greatest 
detriment  to  the  farmer  is  the  "farmer  who  farms  the  farmer." 
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We  can  truthfully  say  that  co-operation  has  been  decidedly  hindered  by 
such  unscrupulous  men  and  our  Order  must  insist  on  their  expulsion  from 
our  councils.  » 

Every  Patron  should  be  impressed  with  the  fact  that  the  advantages  to 
be  derived  from,  and  through,  the  Grange  are  embraced  under  three  distinct 
heads:  social,  educational  and  financial.  Each  one  of  these  is  very  important. 
The  average  Patron  possibly  would  at  once  claim  that  of  the  three  the  finan- 
cial is  the  more  important..  Do  not  hastily  reach  that  conclusion.  The  Grange 
has  done  a  marvelous  work  through  the  advantage  of  the  social 
feature.  Communities  have  been  transformed.  Political,  religious  and 
other  grave  differences  of  opinion  have  been  modified  and  lost  their 
sting.  The  fraternal  ties  have  resulted  in  calling  forth  the  purest, 
noblest  aspirations  of  the  heart  and  impressing  forcibly  the  God- 
given  principle  of  the  brotherhood  of  man.  So  much  briefly  for  the  social; 
just  a  word  for  the  educational.     Our  Heavenly  Father  hath  endowed  us  with 


talents  and  gifts  of  mind.  He  has  a  design  in  this;  not  that  they  are  to  be 
carefully  laid  away,  but  He  expects,  aye  dennands,  as  His  right,  their  expan- 
sion and  development.  How  many  Granges  can  testify  to  the  improvement 
and  uplift  through  the  flne  literary  programs  which  are  a  part  of  each  meet- 
ing as  far  as  may  be? 

But  while  we  cannot  allow  the  social  and  educational  feature  of  the 
Grange  to  be  underrated,  much  less  ignored,  we  must  ever  give  the  financial 
its  rightful  place  and  consider  well  every  point  of  vantage  through  which  this 
arm  of  the  Order  may  be  made  more  useful.  It  is  unlike  the  other  features 
of  the  Grange.  They  are  allowed  to  stand  unopposed  upon  their  own  merits. 
No  competition,  or  hindrance,  for  all  recognize  the  development  along  these 
lines  in  any  class  of  our  people  mean  advantage  and  common  good  to  all.  Not 
so,  however,  with  the  financial.  Here  we  encounter  not  only  competition  but 
the  greed,  the  avarice  of  many  within,  as  well  as  without  the  Order.  Here  the 
duplicity,  the  trickery,  the  treachery  of  man  asserts  itself  most  strikingly. 
Hence  the  designs,  the  sinister  motives  and  often  unscrupulous  acts  of  many 
within  our  membership.  Here  we  see  the  "farmer  farming  the  farmer." 
Members  of  the  organization  competing  one  with  another  for  the  trade  of 
their  own  particular  Grange  and  thus  losing  the  respect  of  business  men  and 
practically  all  advantage  lost  to  membership  as  well.  Members  of  the  Order 
ever  alert  to  fill  some  position,  with  expenses  and  good  compensation  guaran- 
teed, in  scheme  to  help  the  dear  farmer  to  reach  more  direct  the  market  for 
his  products,  and  his  base  of  supplies.  Emphasizing  most  emphatically  the 
position  we  have  taken  that  the  business  principle  involved  in  any  system  of 
co-operation  must  ])e,  that  which  eliminates  whatever  of  selfishness,  of  graft 
or  any  motive  whatever  on  the  part  of  our  members  that  is  not  consistent  with 
legitimate,  honorable  business  and  which  will  result  in  justice  to  all  and 
favor  to  none.  The  thought  must  never  be  lost  sight  of,  either,  in  any  system 
of  co-operation  that  every  Patron  is  a  party  to  the  contract,  that  its  success 
depends  in  a  measure  upon  his  watching  carefully  every  detail  of  the  business 
and  holding  to  strict  account  those  who  control  its  active  operations. 

Many  banking  institutions  go  to  wreck  because  the  directors  to  whom  the 
stockholders  and  depositors  have  entrusted  their  means  are  unfaithful  to  their 
trust  and  through  negligence,  or  incompetency,  or  worse,  fail  to  direct  and 
the  result  is  disaster.  The  farmer  can  have  whatever  system  of  co-operation 
he  maf  desire  and  just  as  complete  as  he  shall  will.  He  holds  the  key  to  the 
situation.  The  cities  must  not  only  have  what  he  has  to  sell  but  they  must  sell 
what  he  needs.  Their  existence  depends  upon  buying  from,  and  selling  to,  the 
farmer.  Let  him  restrict  or  withhold  and  their  shops  close  and  grass  will 
grow  on  their  streets.  Has  he  a  right  to  do  this?  Does  not  the  manufacturer, 
does  not  every  line  of  trade  tax  all  the  tratflc  will  bear  and  who  protests?  The 
sugar  producers  and  refiners  can  enhance  its  price  two  cents  per  pound  which 
means  150  millions  annually  to  the  consumer,  but  let  the  farmer  add  25  cents 
per  bushel  to  his  wheat  price,  which  would  still  be  below  a  paying  basis,  but 
would  enhance  to  the  consumer  about  150  millions  a  year  and  what  a  howl 
would  go  up  from  the  cities.  None,  therefore,  have  a  right  to  question  the 
principle  of  co-operation,  neither  will  any  in  this  day  question  the  necessity  of 
it  on  the  part  of  the  farmer. 

We  have  endeavored  to  give  the  fundamental  principles  upon  which  it 
must  be  based,  and  entered  into,  to  be  successful  and  now  how  can  it  be  made 
effective  is  the  question.  It  resolves  itself  in  my  judgment 
one  of  the  two  ways;  either  establish,  or  co-operate  with 
concerns  in  the  large  cities;  or  encourage  through 
and  co-operation  our  merchants,  our  produce  dealers 
in  large  and  smaller  commodities  In  our  villages,  small  towns,  and  conven- 
ient points  for  receiving  and  shipping.  In  the  minds  of  some  at  first  thought 
at  least  the  first  of  the  two  propositions  that  Is  to  deal  through  establishments 
in  large  cities  appeals  the  stronger.     To  my  mind  there  are  very  grave  objec- 
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tions,  some  of  which  are  as  follows:  Heavy  expenses  in  operating;  heavy  ex- 
penses in  shipping;  losses  in  packages  and  empties  very  considerable;  addi- 
tional labor  in  collecting  and  preparing  for  shipping;  difficulty,  on  account  of 
distance  and  expense,  in  correcting  mistakes,  and  last,  almost  completely  at 
mercy  of  the  man  at  the  other  end  of  the  line  who  has  no  interest  in  the 
country,  or  the  man  in  the  country,  only  in  so  far  as  he  can  make  money  out 
of  him. 

The  second  proposition  appeals  to  me  because  almost  entirely  above  ob- 
jections are  eliminated  and  are  not  therefore  to  be  met,  and  best  of  all,  and  so 
important,  we  build  up  business  right  in  our  own  communities  in  which  we 
are  interested,  and  with  men  who,  with  us,  are  deeply  interested  in  the  grand 
old  country.  How  absurd  to  talk  about  keeping  your  boys  in  the  country,  and 
on  the  farm,  while  advocating  a  system  of  business  that  takes  the  business  in 
such  a  measure  from  the  country,  and  from  under  the  direction  of  the  farm- 
er, and  thus  compelling  your  son  to  follow  the  business.  In  a  word  the  true 
system  of  co-operation  will  embrace  in  its  scope  encouragement  to  all  that 
pertains  to  building  up  every  line  of  business  as  far  as  at  all  profitable  in  the 
country.  The  trend  of  population  in  all  civilized  nations  in  past  years  has 
been  from  country  to  city.  The  mighty  factor  in  overcoming  this  in  the  fu- 
ture will  be  doing  the  legitimate  business  of  the  country  in  the  country.  In 
this  day  this  is  not  at  all  visionary.  We  live  in  a  different  age  from  the  past 
and  today  with  our  facilities  we  can  with  promise  of  success  do  what  we  could 
not  have  done  in  the  past.  I  will  admit  this  system  applies  more  generally  to 
the  smaller  commodities  and  buying  and  selling  in  smaller  quantities,  but  let 
us  be  reminded  in  any  system  of  co-operation,  these  are  the  important  things 
to  be  considered,  for  the  larger  or  carload  amounts  are  not  nearly  so  hard  to 
cope  with.  In  these  larger  transactions  we  can  with  but  little  difficulty  reach 
the  wholesaler,  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  consumer  on  the  other.  And  here 
is  the  strongest  argument  against  the  concentration  of  our  busiess  in  the  large 
cities.  We  do  not  need  any  such  agency  between  us  and  those  with  whom  we 
deal.  If  the  Subordinate  Grange  is  made  up  of  material  such  as  we  have  al- 
ready claimed  is  essential  to  successful  business  co-operation,  and  that  is, 
men  and  women  of  principle  whose  word  is  as  good  as  their  bond. 

This  is  not  visionary  either.  The  writer  speaks  whereof  he  knows,  con- 
tinuously purchasing  agent  for  a  third  of  a  century  of  Fulton  Grange  No.  66, 
during  this  period  making  purchases  that  aggregate  into  the  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars.  Never  an  extension  of  time  asked  of  any  company,  and 
payment  in  full  made  in  every  case  on,  or  before,  the  contract  date.  Never  a 
note  given  by  a  member,  and  never  default  to  a  penny's  worth  on  the  part  of 
any  member.  The  same  is  being  done  and  can  be  done  in  selling.  Make  your 
selection  of  commission  houses,  know  your  man,  know  as  nearly  as  may  be 
every  item  of  expense  before  goods  are  shipped,  ship  good  goods,  put  up 
honestly  and  the  price  will  not  be  disappointing.  What  one  Grange  has  done 
others  can  do,  and  the  possibilities  of  extensive,  and  ever-expanding  business, 
with  profit  to  our  members  through  the  system  of  co-operation  is  certainly 
bright  for  the  future.

Roeport  of  Committee  on  Co-operation 

The  following  report  of  the  Committee  on  Co-Operation  was  adopted: 
Worthy  Master  and  Fellow  Patrons: 

Your  committee  would  recommend  that  Subordinate  and  Pomona  Granges 
which  purpose  doing  co-operative  business,  should  incorporate  and  that  they 
be  instructed  and  assisted  in  this  work  by  the  State  Grange.  When  a  Grange 
is  incorporated  it  may  transact  such  business  as  it  sees  fit. 

We  would  recommend,  further,  that  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  State 
Grange  be  authorized  and  instructed  by  this  meeting  to  establish,  as  speedily 
as  possible,  State  Grange  headquarters  in  the  city  of  Harrisburg  and  that  the 
Executive  Committee  undertake  promptly  upon  the  establishment  of  such 
headquarters,  the  formation  of  a  corporation,  for  which  your  committee  would 
recommend  as  follows: 

First,  that  said  corporation  be  controlled  by  the  State  Grange  through  its 
Executive  Committee. 

Second,  that  it  be  capitalized  to  an  amount  to  be  decided  upon  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  with  advice  of  competent  legal  counsel,  and  that  the 
shares  of  stock  be  made  low  enough  to  attract  the  membership  to  assist  in  its 
formation  (recognizing  it  to  be  an  experiment)  without  heavy  investment  on 
the  part  of  any  one;  that  the  capital  stock  be  paid  in  only  to  the  percentage 


required  by  law,  which  shall  be  sufficient  to  guarantee  the  proper  development 

of  the  plan.  ,  ^     ^  j.     ^     j.     ■,^  4.- 

Third,  that  the  corporation  be,  so  made  as  to  insure  control  at  all  times 

1)V  the  State  Grange.  .  .        ^ 

Your  committee,  after  careful  study  of  this  proposition  from  every  view- 
point covering  a  period  of  two  years,  has  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
nresent  condition  of  business  confronting  the  farmer,  who  produces,  and  the 
consumer  compels  the  organized  farmer  to  take  firm  hold  of  the  situation. 
We  believe  that  the  State  Grange  is  sti'ong  enough  to  develop  such  a  co-opera- 
tive enterprise  as  will  be  a  source  of  profit  to  the  members  of  the  Order  while, 
at  the  same  time,  affording  the  general  public  relief  from  the  burdensome  ex- 
•ictions  of  our  present  method  of  receiving  and  marketing  farm  crops,  and 
the  grossly  unfair  business  methods  used  in  selling  to  the  farmer  those  things 
which  he  must  have  in  his  business.  ^        .     ^ 

We  believe  that  such  a  state  corporation  as  we  suggest,  managed  and  con- 
trolled by  the  State  Grange,  will  give  us  the  machinery  necessary  to  develop 
an  economic  reform  of  importance  to  every  citizen  of  Pennsylvania. 

Our  recommendation,  therefore,  is  tht  this  meeting  after  thorough  and 
careful  discussion  during  this  special  order,  authorize  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  State  Grange  to  proceed,  as  speedily  as  possible,  to  bring  about
